LONDON, Oct 9.—Simultaneously. with 
the Government's publication of the 
Aiscussion of the Near Eastern situation 
between the Prime Minister and a dele- 
, gation from the General Council of the 
Trades Union Congress on Sept. 21, hith- 
erto kept secret, the Joint Council, rep- 
resenting the General Council of the 
| Trades Union Congress, the Parliament- 
; ary Labor Party and the Hxecutive Com- 
i | mittee of the Labor Party, today 
| adopted resolutions calling for the ‘* im- 

mediate resignation of the Government 
| and the election of a new Parliament.” 

The resolutions declare that thig is 
“‘the only step which can now be taken 
to secure a fresh and rigorous recon- 
sideration of our position, not only in 

| the Near East, but in all other pressing 
home and foreign problems which the 
Government of our country must face.”’ 
The joint council, # is asserted, repre- 
| sents more than 65,000,000 organized 
workers. 

Dealing with the criticisms of the Gov- 
ernment’s Near East policy, which have 
come from Independent Liberal, Union- 
ist, ‘‘ Die-Hard’’ and Labor leaders, 
The Daily Chronicle’s political corre-

making a public speech in the country 
in which he will explain the course of

MUDANIA, Oct. 9.—Mustapha Ke- 
mal Pasha keeps in continual touch 
with his delegates at Mudania over 
a long distance telephone line recent- 
ly installed, 300 miles to Angora. 
Ismet Pasha personally. speaks with 
his chief several times daily, report- 
ing to him on the progress of the ne- 
gsotiations and receiving instructions 
as to the exact procedure to be fol- 
lowed.

RED GROSS GIVES ALL 
FOR NEAR EAST AID 


Chairman Payne Empowered to 
Spend $20,000,000 for Re- 
lief of Refugees. 





HARDING PRAISES ACTION 





Athens Branch Ordered to Ex- 
pend $100,000 at Once and 
Paris $50,000 More.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Delegates to 
the national Red Cross convention here, 
1,600 strong, were told today that the 
Executive Committee of the organization 
had placed all its funds in the hands of 
Chairman John Barton Payne, for ex- 
penditure as he deemed necessary, in 
aid of Near Hast refugees. The Red 
Cross treasury now contains about 
$20,000,000. 

‘The job will be done,’’ declared 
Chairman Payne in a speech. “If it 
takes all the money we have, we will 
spend it. If it takes more, we will 
get it.” 

He added that no appropriation could 
be made because the amount needed was 
unknown. He had authority to use as 
much as he deemed was necessary. A 
high official of the Red Cross will sail 
in a few days to take charge of the 
work. 

Commended in Harding Letter. 


Reports to the Red Cross indicate that 
there are 100,000 refugees in Athens and 
at least 40,000 in Saloniki, and that in 
both cities the situation is grave. 

Chairman Payne presided at the open- 
ing of the convention and read @ letter 
from President Harding, which com- 
mended the organization for its prompt 
action in voting whatever funds might 
be necessary to get the relief work under 


way. Later the President received the 
delegates at the White House. 


The letter from the President read: 


The White House, 
Washington, Oct. 9, 1922. 


My dear Judge Payne: 

The circumstances are such that I 
will not be able to attend the opening 
session of the annual convention of the 
American Red Cross, beginning in 
Washington this morning. I wish you 
would express my very cordial greet- 
ings and the satisfaction that I feel 
in knowing of this annual session of 
the delegates from the various chap- 
ters which give to the American Red 
Cross its unfailing strength and readi- 
ness for every emergency. 

It has been most gratifying td learn 
that your Executive Co ttee* this 
morning has appropriated funds and 
has taken steps to render efficient re- 
lief in the great and appealing emerg~ 
ency which has arisen in the Near 
East. The readiness of your organiza- 
tion to meet this most distressing situ- 
ation adds to our gratification in being 
able to turn to a great organization 
prepared for any task. The conscious- 
ness of this capacity to do things must 
contribute to the enthusiastic spirit 
which imbues the American Red Cross 
throughout every unit, and the knowl- 
edge adds to the pride and confidence 
of the people of the United States in 
having such agency to give expression 
to human sympathy afid ‘helpfulness.

TERMS OF ALLIES 


HANDED TO TURKS 
ANGORA T0 DECIDE 


Mudania Conference Adjourns 
After Ismet, Lacking Power 


to Conclude, Gets Demands. 












KEMALISTS LESS CONFIDENT 





Realize That Plans to Divide 
Allies Have Failed—Greeks 
Pledge Aid to British. 


ZONE SITUATION UNCHANGED 





Ismet In Writing Promises Halt in

MUDANIA, Oct. 9 (Assoclated Press). 
—Ismet Pasha will lay the Allied de- 
mands before the Angora Assembly, and 
in the meantime the Conference stands 
adjourned. 

Lieut. Gen. Harington and Generals 
Charpy and Mombelli have returned to 
Constantinople to await the reply of the 
Angora Government. 

The Conference met at three o'clock 
this afternoon and the Allies presented 
their three demands—withdrawal of 
Turkish troops from the neutral zones, 
limitation of the Turkish Gendarmerie 
in Thrace and non-occupation of Thrace 
by the Turks until after signature of the 
Peace Treaty. There was a long dis- 
cussion on the question of evacuation 
and the various phases of the Thracian 
problem. 

When it became evident that Ismet 
Pasha did not have necessary power to 
decide definitely on these demands, the 
Allied Representatives made prepara- 
tions for their departure. 


Allied Unanimity Disturbs Turks. 


There was distinctly less confidence 
in the Kemalist camp here today when 
it became thoroughly understood that 
there is now complete unanimity among 
the Allfes. The plans for dividing the 
Allies having failed, it was realized 
that Kemal Pasha had the world arrayed 
against him. 

The Greek delegates also came into 
line with the three Allied powers, 
Colonel Mazarak is informing General 
Harington that Greece would ‘‘ conform 
to whatever measures the Allied Gener- 
als recommended.”’ He also assured the 
Commander-in-Chief that in case of ne- 
cessity, ‘‘the whole Greek Army in 
Thrace will rally to the eupport of 
Great Britain."’ 

The allied Generals spent this morning 
conferring with the Greek delegates. The 
allied delegates also met informally last 
night, but postponed formal discussions 
until this afternoon. 

General Harington, the British Com- 
mander-in-Chief, recetved in writing an 
assurance from Ismet Pasha that there 
would be no furt|,er advance of the Na- 
tionalist troops in the neutral zone. 

The question of Thracian gendarmerie 
has been regarded as the chief bone 
of contention. The allied posiion is 
that not more than 2,000 gendarmes 
ara necessary. The Turks make the 
claim for severa] times that number. 
The Allies aer determined to prevent the 
Turks from using the Thracian gendar- 
merie as a threat to force the British out 
of Constantinople, prior to tha final 
peace, it is learned. 

The atmosphere ameng the delegates 
was hopeful and optimistic this morn- 
ing. It was felt that the main obsta- 
cles were not insurmountable. With the 
Allies’ united, {t was hoped the Turks 
would realize the necessity of adopting 
a more conciliatory attitude, particularly 
because they had been given to under- 


stand tlat the Allies were prepared to 
use force, if necessary, to persuade both 
the Greeks and the Turks to accept the 
terms, 





No Further Troop Advances. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 9 (Asso- 
clated Press).—The allied Generals, Har- 
ington, Mombelli and Charpy, returned 


to Constantinople lete this evening. The 
Mudania conference has been adjourned 
to permit the Kemalists to refer the al- 
lied demands to the Angora Assembly.

tinnes Presses Add to Money Flood; 
Mark Reaches New Low, 2,600 to-the Dollar

BERLIN, Oct. §.—The ubiquitous Hugo 
Stinnes has entered the presumably prof- 
{table field of manufacturing German 
paper money on a large scale. 

Stinnes’s printing plant includes a bat- 
tery of so-called offset multiple-color 
presses of the most modern kind, which 
héretofore have functioned for printing 
occasional colored supplements to his 
Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung. Now they 
are merrily engaged in turning out 
10,000 and 100,000 mark notes under the 
Fyeichsbank’s new emergency policy of 
letting out contracts for printing paper 
marks to private concerns since the 
tank’s bureau of printing and engraving 
has proved inadequate to cope with the 
demand. ; 

It is interesting that Stinnes’s printing 
plant is the pioneer in turning out the 
new monetary unit, 100,000 mark no 
which are still a deep secret, not ye 
placed in circulation. The public does 
not even know that these three-tone 
notes are going to be sprung on it. 

Germany in @ monetary sense is rap- 
idly catching up with Austria, even be- 
ginning to menace Soviet Russia's paper 
money printing championship claims. 
Fossibly due in part to the rumored effi- 


ciency of Stinnes’s color printing presses, | 


the paper mark today descended to a 
new low record, and the Boerse had 
an unprecedented ‘catastrophe boom,” 
stocks rising as the mark crashed.

the dollar, but during the morning trad- 
ing a sensational flurry carried it to 
2,700 to the dollar. The now familiar 
slogan, ‘‘ Flight from the mark,” was 
ozfered as the principal explanation of 
the collapse, along with the rapidly in- 
creasing efficienry in manufacturing 
paper money. 

German industries and import busi- 
nesses are apparently in an eager scrarm- 
ble to cover their foreign exchange re- 
quirements for months ahead, anticipat- 
ing a still further decline of the paper 
mark, paralleling which there is a bi 
speculative movement, professional ant 
popular, caused by the natural desire to 
get rid of paper marks and climb on 
the dollar band wagon. A 50 per cent. 
depreciation in the paper mark in two 
weeks is regarded as a symptom of stag- 
gering gravity. 


BERLIN, Oct. 9 (Associated Press).— 
A number of large Berlin banks today 
received anonymous telegrams from 
Hamburg stating that the United States 
had decided to return to Germany all 
confiscated property in order to stabilize 
the condition of the mark.

He has received more than 500 requests 
to make speeches, attend dinners and 
luncheons, and write articles while in 
America.

COAL FOR 30 DAYS — 
MAY NOW BEORDERED 


Fuel Administrator Modifies Or- 
der Limiting Consumers to 
Two Weeks’ Supply. 








PEA COAL NOT RESTRICTED 





Use of This Size and Buck- 
wheat Urged on Householders 
—Receipts Increasing. 


Following an all day conference be- 
tween William H. Woodin, State Fuel 
Administrator; F. R. Wadleigh, repre- 
senting the Federal Fuel Administra- 
tion, and the District Administrators | 
from all parts of the State, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by Mr. Woodin that | 
beginning on Wednesday, domestic bizes 
of anthracite may be delivered to con- 
sumers in quantities of thirty days’ sup- 
ply at a time. At present all the con- | 
sumer is allowed to keep on hand Is a | 
two weeks’ supply of coal. 

The modification of the previous order, 
Mre Woodin said, was because the emer- 
gency had been met and fairly good 
supplies of anthracite were now coming 
Into the State. Another reason was 
that delivering such small quantities of 
coal kept the dealers busy. Before they 
had gone through their list of customers | 
some of those first served were already 
clamoring for more coal. 

This order was made public at the 
close of the meeting: 


GENERAL ORDER NO. 2. 


Effective Oct. 11, 1922. 

1. General order No. 1, which was 
made effective Sept. 18, 1922, is here- 
by revoked. . 

2. It is directed that no dealer or 
distributer within the confines of New 
York State shall deliver a greater 
quantity than thirty days’ supply of 
the domestic sizes of anthracite coal, 
known as egg, stove, chestnut and 
range, for any one householder or 
Other consumer of such sizes. 

8. No dealer or distributer shall de- 
liver said thirty days’ supply, or any 
part thereof, while there is already on 
the premises or within the possession 
of the householder or other comsumer 
a quantity equal to or in excess of 
said thirty days’ supply. 

4. The term “thirty days’ supply ”’ 
shall be interpretated for the purpose 
of this order to be one-sixth of the 
average consumption from Oct. 1, 1922, 
to April 1, 1923. 

5. The thirty days’ supply shall be 
considered within the meaning of Sec- 

.tion 8 of the Fuel Administration act 
to be a reasonable requirement for use 
and consumption of a householder or 
other consumer for a reasonable time. 

6. If the dealer or distributer is not 
in possession of the facts necessary 
to enable him to carry out the fore- 
going, it is then a further part of the 
-order that he can require the con- 
sumer to furnish him with

The first day’s subscriptions to the 
Treasury Department’s new issue of 
$500,000,000 414 per cent. twenty-five- 
thirty-year bonds far exceeded the ex- 
pectation of Government officials. From 
present indications the loan will be a 
tremendous success, with applications 
for the bonds throughout the country, 
closely approaching two billions. Ten of 
the largest banks in New York sent in 
subscriptions for’ themselves and clients 
aggregating $250,000,000, and in expecta- 
tion that the subscriptions thus far en- 
tered will be greatly scaled down the 


bonds sold in the open market yester- | 


day, on a ‘‘ when issued”’ basis, at a 
premium ranging from one-half to one- 
quarter of 1 per cent. 

“The new loan certainly rang the 
bell,’’ said one of the chief officials of 
the Federal Reserve Bank in New 
York. ‘‘ We have been so snowed under 
by the tremendous interest aroused in 
the new bonds and the resulting sub- 
scriptions that all we could do today 
was to receive them. We have had no 
time to count them up, and we cannot 
yet get a composite picture of the first 
day’s subscriptions. 

‘Applications have come from all 
over, from banking institutions, large in- 
surance companies, corporations of all 
sorts and from privaté individuals. The

Only after some 
such action is it likely that the Foreign 
Office will make any representations to 
Washington. At present it is regarded 
as entirely a domestic matter for the 
United States. 


Foreign Office Won’t Act. 


The Foreign Office informed newspa- 
per representatives today that no inter- 
national question would arise in con- 
sequence of the enforcement of the pro- 
hibition law. 

“It is domestic American legislation 
with which we have no right to inter- 
fere,’’ {t was said, and that the “‘ United 
States Government has a perfect right 
to enact what shipping laws it thinks 
fit and to enforce them within the 
three-mile limit. If our interests are 
thereby damaged it would be: possible 
for us to make friendly representations 
to the American Government on the 
subject, but we could not go further 
than that. 

““The Foreign Office is prepared to 
receive a deputation from the Chamber 
of Shipping to discuss the question if 
that body thinks such a step is neces- 
sary, It seems to us, however, that it 
is American shipping interests which 
will suffer if the Aftorney General's 
opinion is actively adopted, and it re- 
mains to be seen what action the Unit- 
ed States shipowners will take."’ 

“‘The American Government and peo- 
ple,’’ says The Chronicle, ‘‘ should un- 


derstand that Britain is not responsible 
for the rum-running for which ships fly- 


ing the British flag have been seized. 
In many cases there is the strongest 


ground for suspicion that they are for- 
eign-owned vessels very recently trans- 


ferred to British registry for the pur- 
poses of their illicit trading.’’ 

“Until we have those regulations be- 
fore us,’’ declared a Cunard official at 
Liverpool, ‘‘ it is idle for us to speculate 
as to what will be the effect of such 
new regulations. On the face of it it 
looks as though incidentally it' ig going 
to add a further handicap to American 
passenger steamers in foreign trade. 

‘*It would certainly mean a big loss of 
revenue to British Atlantic companies if 
they were unable to gell liquor on board. 
Since prohibition came into foree in the 
United States the amount of intoxicants 
consumed on British liners has increased 
considerably. It might lead to the liners 
being diverted to ports in British terri- 
tory, such as Halifax. It would certain- 
ly pay us better to divert some of our 
ships rather than lose our present 
profits on the sale of intoxicants.’’ 

“We are not worrying about the mat- 
ter,” an official of the Royal Mail 
Steam Packet Company declared. ‘' In 
our opinion it is just a piece of crank 
legislation. If the measure came into 
operation it would mean prectioay that 
our British ships would be governed by 
the United States, and such a state of 
affairs could never be tolerated.” 


LONDON, Oct. 9 (Associated Press).— 
Shipping companies, apparently, did not 
take seriously the possibility of the 
new ruling’s difficulties on their recent 
poe = ip from these ports.

The initial subscription en- 
tered on the books, for $3,000,000 of the 
new bonds in exchange for maturing ob- 
ligation¢, was by Salomon Brothers & 
Hutzler. During the day ten of the larg- 
est institutions in the Wall Street dis- 
trict, it was reported, entered applica- 
tions on behalf of their customers for 
approximately $250,000,000 of the new 
bonds, or one-half of the issue. These 
banking houses were J. P. Morgan & 
Co., Kuhn, Loeb & Co.; the National 
City Company, the Bankers Trust Com- 
pany, the Chemical National Bank, the 
Chatham & Phenix National Bank, the 
First National Bank, the Chase National 
Bank, the Bank of Commerce and the 
Mechanics and Metals National Bank. 
Many other institutions entered large 
subscriptions. 

No figures on the total subscriptions 
were available at the Federal Reserve 
Bank last night, where at a late hour 
clerks were still busily engaged in tabu- 
lating and recording the first day’s re- 
ceipts. It is expected that all announce- 
ment of figures will come directly from 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon, who 
will decide on the allotments and on 
the total of bonds to be issued. Guesses

Death Rate at Its Lowest 
Last Year in Registry Area 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—A record 
low death rate was established last 
year in the registration areas of the 
United States, according to an an- 
nouncement tonight by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, which gave the 
1921 rate as 11.7 per thousand popu- 
lation, against 13.1 in 1920. The in- 
fant mortality rate for 1921 also de- 
creased from 1920, according to the 
statement, which gave the rate for 
1921 as 76 per thousand, and 86 per 
thousand for the previous year. The 
registration areas include a popula- 
tion of 70,425,000. 

The birth rate for 1921 was 24.3 
per thousand, against 23.7 per thou- 
sand in 1920, : 

The department statement showed 
1,714,261 births in the registration 
areas for the year. The total num- 
ber of deaths were 825,511, of which 
129,588 were of children under 1 


year old.

Governor Tells Mayor He Can Do 
Lawfully What City Allowed 
to Be Done Unlawfully. 








ESTIMATE BOARD CAN ACT 





Letter Advises City’s Executive 
to Help—Says He Made Tran- 
sit a Football of Politics. 





Governor Miller yesterday refused to 
call a special session of the Legisla- 
ture to grant power to the city to oper- 
ate bus lines, as requested by the Mayor 
as a way to meet the emergency caused 
by Justice George V. Mullan’s decision 
enjoining the city from such operation, 
and suggested that the Board of Esti- 
mate should issue franchises and thus 
bring about the lawful operation of bus 
lines, 

In a letter to Mayor Hylan the Gov- 
ernor gaid that these franchises could be 
limited in period of time and told the 
Mayor that he need not fear obstruction 
in -the grant of certificates of con- 
venience and necessity from the Transit 
Commission if the franchises were 
The Governor said that with 


\a legal method for bus operation avail- 








able it would be the responsibility of 
the Mayor and the Board of Estimate 
if the 200,000 passengers referred to in 
the petition for an extra session had 
to walk. “I cannot believe,” the Gov- 
ernor said, ‘‘that you will subject 
200,000 people to the ‘great hardship 
and loss of time and money,’ which you 
say in the resolution will result from 
the discontinuance of bug routes, merely 
to capitalize their grievance for political 
purposes.”’ 


No Need for Special Session. 


After informing the Mayor that it is 
not necessary to call an extra session 
of the Legislature, the Governor’s letter 
says: 

‘There is now a way, and during all 
of the time of the illegal operation of 
bus lines there has been a way, to pro- 
vide for their legal operation. The 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
whose contro] over the city’s streets 
has not been interfered with, now has 
the power, and has had the power all 
the time, to initiate lawful operation by 
precisely the same people of precisely 
the same lines as have been. permitted 
unlawfully to operate. 

“True, a certificate of public cor- 
venience and necessity from the Transit 
Commission is also required, but I am 
sure you need not fear obstruction from 
that quarter. If time is required to 
comply with charter provisions, you can 
undoubtedly obtain a stay on showing a 
bona fide intention to comply with the 
decision of the court by substituting law- 
ful operation for unlawful operation. 
Thus the 200,000 passengars referrai to 
in the resolution may be accommodated. 
If they are compelled to walk, you and 
the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment alone will be responsibie,

‘CASE REMAINS A MYSTERY 





Prosecutors Fail to Clear Up 
Many Points in 
Doubt. 





INNOCENT, DECLARES HAYES |. 





Had No Cause for Jealousy, His 
Lawyer Insists—Schneider Held 
as Material Witness. 





An_unexpected turn came in the in- 
vestigation of the Hall-Mills murder 
mystery at New Brunswick, N. J., yes- 
terday,when Clifford Hayes, 21, was 
arrested on a ‘charge of murder, and 
Raymond Schneider, 21, held as a 
material witness. The arrests were 
based chiefly upon a statement made 
to tke prosecuting authorities by 
Schneider, in which he is said to have 
accused Hayes of killing the rector and 
the choir singer, and to have implicated 
himself as being present, at the time. 

Hayes and Schneider, both New 
Brunswick youths, admit that they were 
in the neighborhood of the old Phillips 
farm outside New Brunswick from early 
in the evening of Sept. 14—the night that 
the Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall and 
Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills disappeared—until 
3 o'clock the following morning. 
Schneider, with 15-year-old Pearl 
Bahmer, a member of the Sunday school 
class in Dr. Hall’s church, “ discovered ® 
the bodies under a tree on the farm and 
notified the police on the morning of 
Saturday, Sept. 16. 


Act After 24-Hour Grill. 


The authorities obtained the informa- 
tion upon which they depend to solve 
the mystery of the identity of the mur- 
derer, and his motive after twenty- 
four hours’ questioning of Hayes, 
Schneider, Pearl Bahmer and. Leon 
Kauffman, @ 15-year-old boy, who was 
with Hayes and Schneider part of the 
time on the night of Sept. 14. 

Although the authorities refused to tell 
all they had learned from this quartet, it 
was reported that Schneider had signed 
a statement in which he said that about 
midnight on the night of Sept. 14 he 
and Hayes came across_a couple sitting 
on the ground beneath a tree about sev- 
enty-five feet in front of the Phillips 
farmhouse, who, they thought, were 
Pearl and her father, Nicholas Bahmer. 
Schneider is reported to have said that 
he was jealous of Pearl, and had been 
tracking her. It was reported that 
Schneider told the authorities that 
Hayes fired four shots at the couple, 
whereupon Schneider discovered that 
they were strangers. Then he told 


Hayes that he had made a mistake and ~ 


ran away, leaving Hayes. 
Official Theory, Mistaken Identity. 
The official theory of the case, based 
upon incomplete information furnished 


by the authorities as to the statements 
of Schneider and Hayes, appears to be 


that it was a case of mistaken identity,’ 


and that Hayes’s motive for wanting to 
kill the couple, whom he believed to be 
Pearl and her father, was one of friend- 
ship for Schneider, who was jealous of 
Pearl. 

It was pointed out that this theory 
leaves several questions unanswered. 
For example, it was asked why Mrs. 
Mills’s throat was cut? Nothing was 
sald about this in the scant information 
made public. Also what became of the 
pistol with which the murders were com- 
mitted, the knife with which Mrs. Mills’s 
throat was cut, the gold watch which 
the rector wore when he left his home 
in New Brunswick at 7:30 o'clock on the 
night of Sept. 14, and which was misg- 
ing when his body was found; and the 
wallet, supposed to have contained $50 
to pay part of Mrs. Mills’s hospital bill, 
which he took when he left home, but 
which was likewise missing when his 
body was found? 


Ask Why Throat Was Cut. 


Again, it is asked, why were the letters 
that had passed between the rector and 
the choir singer taken out of their pock- 
ets and strewn about the bodies? Were 
not the mutilation of the woman’s. body 
and the scattering of the letters the acts 
of some one with a motive not explained 
by mistaken identity? 

Does the new theory of the authorle 
ties, another question goes, explain the 
reason why the bodies of Dr. Hall and 
Mrs. Mills were laid out so carefully 
side by side under the tree, with ‘the 
rector’s arm under the woman's head, 
his Panama hat over his face, her brown 
scarf over her face and their clothing 
smoothed down? It is asked what pos- 
sible motive Hayes could have had for 
wanting to kill either Hall and Mrs, 
Mills or Pearl and her father, or what 
possible hold Schneider could have had 
upon Hayes to make him commit: murder 
for his sake. < 

As to the pistol, it is reported that 
the authorities have a pistol in: their 
possession which may or may not be 
the one that was used in; the murder, 
and Pearl Bahmer told reporters that 
the authorities have Schneider’s pearl- 
handled - knife. But official confirma- 
tion of these statements is lacking. The 
authorities refuse to discuss them. Fur- 
thermore, they decline to answer any of 
the most obvious questions that present 
themselves in the consideration of the 
new official theory.

During the twenty-four hours’ exami- 
mation of Schneider,. Hayes, Kaufman 
and Pearl, frequent reports came from 
the Proseeutor’s office that Schneider 
had made a statement, that the pistol 
had been found and the watch traced. 


It was not till about noon yesterday 
that official announcement of the new 
development was made. This was fol- 
lowed by this statement from Prosecu- 
tor Beekman: 

‘Upon information in the prosecutor's 
office, obtained from Schneider and 
other witnesses, we felt obliged under 
the situation to prefer a charge of mur- 
der against one Clifferd Hayes. Ray- 
mond Schneider will be held as a ma- 
terial witness awaiting further develop- 
ments in the case. Process will be 
served out of Somerset County, where 
it appears the crime was committed, and 
consequently they will be taken to the 
Somerset County Jail this afternoon.’ 

Hayes was taken to the Somerset jail 
et Somerville, 14 miles away, about an 
hour after this. Schneider was held in 
New Brunswick until 10:30 o’clock last 
night, when he was taken to Somerville, 

Recorder Sutphen went to the Somer- 
eet County Jail at 9 o’clock last night to 
formally commit Hayes on the murder 
charge, but did not do so, as he learned 
that Prosecutor Beekman was still in 
New Brunswick questioning Schneider. 
Beekman later said the Recorder could 
take no action unless the Prosecutor 
were present, and that the arraignment 
would not take rlace until today. 

Beekman said that he would move to- 
day to have Schneider held in heavy 
bail. The vase probably wili be called 
to the attetion of the regular Grand 
Jury when it meets within a week, he 
said.

The arrest and imprisonment of Hayes 
ond Schneider, it was lentied, was 
caused by the work of Sate troopers, 
following closely upon Governor Ed- 
wards’s statement last Saturday, when 
he announced that he had ordered Col- 
onel H. Norman Schwarakop of the New 
Jersey State Constabulary to confr~ with 
Prosecutor Stricker about the murders 
“‘and not to return to Trenton until the 
murderer had been captured.’’ Since 
then Hayes and Schneider had been con- 
tinuously grilled in the office of Prose- 
cutor Stricker in New Brunswick by 
Prosceutor Beekman, Assistant Prosecu- 
tor Toolan, and a dozen detectives and 
State troopers.

He added 
that Schneider, Hayes and he unsuccess- 
fully searched the park for the couple 
for a few minutes and then Schneider 
and Kauffman. accompanied him to his 
noms. where they arrived at about 11 
o'clock. 


Admitted Following Girl. 


Prosecutor Beekman -had arrived by 
the time he had completed his story 
and Schneider and Hayes were brought 
together in an adjoining room and told 


that they had been found in many un- 
truths in connection with the stories 
they had told ten days before. Both 
vigorously. denied the pistol incident as 
related by young Kauffman, but after 
a time admitted that they had followed 
Pearl and her father. 

Schneider is said to have made a com- 
plete statement eventually. After tell- 
ng of losing track of Pearl and her 
father, he said that he and Hayes had 
seen & man and woman enter the De 
Russy_ Lane after midnight and walk 
toward the farm house. They followed 
and the shooting took place. Schneider 
said he met Hayes ten minutes after- 
wards and did not know what Hayes 
Schneider 
denied having a pistol or firing any 
shots himself. 

Pearl Bahmer yesterday told reporters 
the story she gave the authorities on 
Sunday night. When she and Senneider 
returned home about 9:30 o'clock the 
night -of Sept. 14, she said, her father 
met her on the stoop of their house and 
commanded her to go for a walk with 
him, as he had drunk too much and 
thought the waik would do him good. 
She said her father held her arm so 
tightly while they were walking through 
George Street that she began to cry. 


Pearl's Story of Discovery. 

** Several times during the walk I 
caught glimpses of three youths follow- 
ing us,’ she said. ‘‘ After. a while I 
recognized them as Raymond Schneider, 
Clifford Hayes and Leon Kauffman. 
They came up to us and began to abuse 
my father. Raymond took off his coat 


and after abusing my father said that 
he was going to give him a thrashing, 
But he did not carry out his threat. 

* Raymond and I have been friends 
for a long time, He often asked me to 
go away with him, but I always re- 
fused. Not long ago he renewed his 
demand that I leaye with him. He said 
he had a job down in Perth Amboy and 
would accept it if I would go along 
with him.’’ 

During the interview she reverted to 
the killing and asked: ‘‘ Did you kndéw 
that Raymond had a pearl-handled 
pocket knife—a sharp one?’’ and added 
that the knife is now In the.possession 
of the Prosecutor. ‘‘I am not interested 
in Raymond any more,’’ she said. ‘* But 
I want to see Clifford get off. Ray- 
mond tried to put the blame of this on 
me.’’ She said that she had never been 
to the Phillips’s farm before the day 
she and Schneider found the bodies. 
He led her up to a point within a few 
yards of where the bodies of the min- 
ister and the choir singer were lying, 
she said, and continued: ‘‘ We sat down 
and were talking a few minutes when 
I noticed the bodies. ‘ Look,’ I said to 
Raymond, ‘ there are two persons lying 
under that tree.’ ‘Oh, mind your own 
buginess,’ Schneider said. ‘ You see too 
much.’ We went over and when I.saw 
the bodies and the blood I was afraid 
and ran down the lane leaving Raymond 
standing by the bodies, I saw the watch- 
chain on the rector.”’ 


Letter From Schneider’s Wife. 


Pearl said that two days later she 
received a letter from Raymond 
Schneider’s wife in South River. Mrs. 


Schneider had been living apart from 
her husband for more than a year. She 
said that it read, ‘‘ You will pardon me 
for writing to you, but I want you to 
stay away from my husband. When this 
case comes to trial I'm going to beat you 
to it” 

Pearl said that she turned the letter 
over to the Prosecutor. On the after- 
noon of the day she received the letter, 
Pearl said, Schneider's wife came to her 
and asked her to take her out to the 
Phillips farm. ‘‘ I want you to take me 
to the spot where the body was found,” 
she quoted Mrs. Schneider as saying. 

According to Pearl, Mrs. Schneider 
opened the door of the Phillips house 
and asked her to go in, but she refused. 


| She said Mrs. Schneider told her to say 


nothing about having a key to the house. 
Mrs. Schneider, whose first name is 
Edna, may be questioned today about 
the key. Pearl said that Mrs. Schnei-ter 
was very jealous of her husband ana 
Pearl. 

“Did Schneider tell you he had killed 
Mr. Hall and Mrs. Mills?’ Pearl was 
asked. 

“TI will never tell that, no matter 
what they do to me,’’ she replied. 

Soon after the arrest of Hayes and 
Schneider, Joseph J. Hayes, father of 
the prisoner, appeared at the Prose- 
cutor’s office with an attorney, Thomas 


was Chairman of the Middlesex County 
Democratic Cominittee. After seeing the 
prisoner Haggerty said his elient had 
denied knowing anything about the 
murder. 

‘“He appeared to be exceptionally cool 
in the face of the grave charges lodged 
against him,’’ said the lawyer. ‘‘ He 
asked me, ‘ If I killed Mr. Hall and Mrs, 
Mills do you think that I would be fool 
enough to stay around New Brunswick 
for three weeks? I cannot understand 
how Ray Schneider could have said these 
things about me. If he really did say 
them, he lied.’ ’”’ 


Hayes Declares Innocence, 


‘Schneider knows that I had nothing 
to do with the murder,’”’ the lawyer said 
Hayes continued. ‘‘I can’t believe that 
he was in his right mind when he made 
this alleged confession. I am unable 
to say what they did to Schneider be- 
fore he signed the paper in which, it 
has been reported, he accused me of 
doing the shooting. They kept me awake 
all night. They would ask me questions 
every few minutes so that I could not 
sleep. I am innocent. Those officials 
know_it, and so does everybody else in 
New Brunswick.’’ 

Mr. Hagerty was asked if he had heen 
informed what evidence the authorities 
had produced that resulted in a.murder 
charge being lodged against young 
Hayes, and he replied, ‘' No, they would 
not tell me.’’ 

“Are you going to try to obtain his 
release on a hebeas corpus action? ”’ 

‘“‘T am not prepared to state at this 
time,’’ the lawyer replied; ‘As I un- 
derstand it, they are basing their charge 
on the statement of Schneider.’ 

Hagerty then said he was. puzzled to 
understand why the authorities accepted 
Schneider’s statement that Hayes was 
jealous of Pearl Bahmer when the girl 
had repeatedly told of her friendship 
with Schneider, of her trip with him to 
the Phillips farm on the night of the 
disappearance of the rector and Mrs. 
Mills and her subsequent visit to the 
farm with Schneider on Saturday, Sept. 
16, when they discovered the bodies of 
the slain couple. 


Sees No Cause for Jealousy. 


** Why should my client, who had no 
cause to be jealous of Pearl Bahmer’s 
friends, kill Mr. Hall and Mrs. Mills? ’’ 
he asked. ‘‘ Furthermore, Schneider and 
Hayes knew ‘ Nick’ Bahmer, the girl’s 


father, and why should Hayes become 
incensed because the girl was trying to 
get her drunken father to go back to 
their home? 

“Tt is my understandin. that the 
Kauffman boy and Schneider told the 
officials that the rl had gone with 
her father against her will,’’ continued 
Hagerty’ ‘‘ Why should Hayes shoot 
Mrs. Mills three times through the head 
if he thought he was shooting Pearl and 
also slash her throat, but only one bul- 
let at his supposed enemy. The thin 
is impossible to believe, regardless o 
anything that Schneider or anybody else 
might say about the motive for th 
crime.” 


Brother Says Hayes Is the Goat. 


Joseph Hayes, a brother of the ac- 
cused youth, was at the Middlesex Court 
House when it was announced that 
Clifford had been arrested for the mur- 
der.

John Schneider, father of the boy who

Park, declared that he did not believe 
his son knew anything about the killing 
of Mr. Hall and the choir singer. 

*“When his brother lay dead in his 
home here not long ago,’’ he said, ‘‘Ray- 
mond could not bear to look at his 
brother’s body. How a boy like Ray- 
mond could look at such a terrible deed 
and aet as Raymond has ever since it 
happened I cannot understand.” 

‘There was nothing about Raymond's

Some Slight Losses. 


The sharpest losses were in the Lib- 
erty fourth 44s, of 1933-1938, which de- 
clined .24 for the coupon bonds and .12 
for the registered ones. These are little 
more than the usual fluctuations of an 
ordinarily active market in the Liberty 
bond list, and so far as the Govern- 
ment’s old issues were concerned the 


effect of the new issue was not im- 
portant. 

So far as the investment world was 
concerned, the only readjustments of 
proportions were to be found in the list 
of old line investment bonds, carrying a 
4 er cent. coupon, or thereabouts, 
which have been selling in the open 
market to yield approximately 414 per 
cent. These bonds, which include some 
of the best class of underlying railroad 
and industrial securities, declined from 
fractions ta one and one-half points, 
bringing their yield prise to nearer the 
4% per cent. figure. It was natural that 
such a readjustment of values should 
take place, in view of the fact that a 
partly tax-exempt, long-term 4% per 
cent. issue has been offered by the 
United States Government, 

Most of the bankers of the financial 
district were enthusiastic about the 
terms of the Treasury offering. While 
the interest rate is no higher than the 
present Government issues outstanding, 
the attractive feature, to their mind, lies 
in the fact that the earliest maturity 
date is twenty-five years away, and 
that the new security will be the longest 
termed Government bond outstanding, 
which adds to its desirability as an in- 
vestment. It compares with a maturity 
eleven years away for the next longest 
outstanding Government bond. 

Seward rosser, President of the 
Bankers Trust Company, said that he 
believed the issue of Government securi- 
ties would be greatly over-subscribed 
and added that the bond held most at- 
tractive features as regards tax exemp- 
tion. _The Bankers Trust Company has 
subscribed for $20,000,000 of the bonds

Proposed ‘* Whatever Is Good” 
in Reorganization Plan. 








REFERS. TO 1921 REPORT 





Mayor for City Representation on 
Board te “‘Recapture” and “Op- 
erate’ Subway Lines. 





Credit fer ‘“‘ whatever there is of 
good”’ in the reorganization plan of 
the Interborough Rapid Transit Cem- 
pany, announced by the Transit Com- 
mission, was claimed yesterday by 
Mayor Hylan for himself and the Board 
of Estimate. " 

The Mayor, in a statement issued 
from his office at City Hall, objected 
to credit going to the Transit Commis- 
sion. He declared that the Board of 
Estimate in January, 1921, two months 
before the Transit Commission was ap- 
pointed, asserted that the 7 per cent. 
dividend paid by the Interborough to 
the Manhattan Railway Company as 
rent for its elevated lines, was unwar- 
ranted, and that the finaneial diffi- 
culties of the Interborough were not due 
to the insufficiency. of the five-cent fare, 
but to the excessive rent for the ele- 


vated lines and to extravagance and 
waste by -the Interborough manage- 
ment, 


The Mayor said he repeatedly had 
urged a reduction of this rent and de- 
clared that he always had contended 
that the Interborough Consolidated 
Corporation, which will be wiped out 
by the reorganization, was merely a 


holding device, securities of which were 
used for speculative purposes. 
Commenting upon the provision of the 
reorganization plan for city representa- 
tion on the Board of Interborough Di- 
rectors, the Mayor said that the failure 
of the Transit Commlssion to properly 
protect the publie interest made it ad- 
visable that the city be represented on 
the Board until it could reeapture the 
subways now operated by the company. 


Text of Mayor’s Statement. 


The Mayor’s statement follows: 

“There is: published this morning the 
so-called financial reorganization plan 
of the Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 


pany as promulgated by Grayson M. P. 
Murphy, Chairman of the Interborough- 
Metropolitan 444 Per Cent. Bondholders’ 
Committee. The outstanding features 
of this plan as announced are: 

‘‘1. The reduction in the 7 per cent. 
dividend guaranteed to the Manhattan 
Hlevated ailway Company under the 
terme of ita lease by the Interborough ; 
and, 

‘2. The wiping out of the securities 
of the Interborough Consolidated Hold- 
ing Company, including $63,808,000 bonds 
and the return of the stock held as col- 
lateral security for these bonds to the 
Interborough stockholders. 

‘“‘There are other features in this 
plan which will be referred to later. The 
New York World, with characteristic 
inaccuracy and prejudice in favor of the 
State Transit Commission, begins its 
news announcement of the reorganiza- 
tion plan with the statement that ‘ the 
Interborough’ Rapid Transit Company 
has surrendered to the Transit Commis- 
sion.’ The World then _ incorrectly 
states that the Transit Commission 
brought about the announced plan of 
reorganization. q 

“If The World were honest with its 
readers it would say that whatever there 
is of good in the financial reorganization 
plan promulgated by the Chairman of 
the bondholders’ committee originated 
in the report of the Board of Estimate 
made public. Feb. 24, 1921, two months 
before the State Transit Commission 
was appointed to offiee. This report is 
based on the testimony taken by the 
Board of Estimate at its public hearings 
beginning on Jan..18, 1921. 


Quotes Report of Board. 


‘In your report the Board of Estimate 
distinctly declares that the dividend of 
7 per cent. paid to the Manhattan Ele- 
vated Railway Company under the 
terms of its lease by the Interborough is 


utterly unwarranted and should be dis- 
continued. The report of the Board of 
Estimate distinctly declares that the 
financial difficulties of the Interborough 
were not due to operation on a 5-cent 
fare, but solely to the dissipation of In- 
terborough earnings to the Manhattan 
Elevated Railway Company, and to ex- 
travagance and wastefulness in Inter- 
borough management, With regard to 
the Manhattan ‘L”’ lease, the report 
says (page 47):

ADRIANOPLE, OCct. 9 (Associated 
Press).—An aliied military mission has 
arrived here and will spend three days 
before proceeding to visit the country- 
side by automobile. The mission con- 
sists of three officers, French, British 
and Italian, and the Chairman is a 
French colonel, Du Foulan, by virtue of 


@eniority. 
The errand of the commission _as_de- 
TI 


fined by the Allied High Commissioners, 
is to reassure the population, investi- 
gate alleged excesses, prevent disturb- 
ances and report any evidence of in- 
cendiarism, pillaging or unreasonable 
requisitioning. Similar missions have 
arrived the past week at Rodosto and 
Lule Burgas. 

Adrianople gave the delegates a 
rather cool reception, as the opinion 
is that they were sent at the request 
of the Kemalists to gath® evidence 
which will be chiefly useful to the 
Turks. It was even reported that the 
Athens Government had formally re- 
quested the Allies to withdraw the mis- 
gion. Nevertheless, the local officials 
granted the delegates every facility. 

The populace, while distinctly hostile 
to the French and neutral toward the 
Italian member, was exceelingly friendly 
to the British representative, a youth- 
ful airman who is accompanied by two 
red-capped stalwarts in the uniform of 
the British military police. Greek 
soldiers everywhere about the city salute 
punctiliously the British Captain, but 
ignore the French and Italian officers. 

The first act of the mission, after 
formal calls on the local officials, was 
to visit the religious leaders of all sects. 
The delegates spent an hour each with 
the Greek Bishop, the Jewish Chief 
Rabbi, the Bulgarian Orthodox Primate, 
the Armenian Archbishop, and finally 
with the head of the Moslem ‘“‘ Grand 
Order of the Mufti.’" During’ the even- 
ing the mission conferred with various 
local leaders representing dlifferent 
parties and groups. 

The impression gained through all 
these interviews was that the mission’s 
arrival was most opportune, as local 
feeling is tense and trouble is brewing, 
which the mere presence of the foreign 
delegates would do much to restrain. 
Nearly all classes are inclined to deplore 
the plan for Turkish re-entry, even many 
Moslems, while they expressed senti- 
mental interest in the restoration of the

old capital of the Turkish Empire, they | 


nevertheless shook their heads gravely 
over the probable disturbance of com- 
mercial and civil life, which only re- 
cently has been coming back to normal. 
Moreover, there 1s a demand that 
such alied detachments remain for

Immediately after General Leonardo- 
poulos had passed through the cheering 
columns of troops in the Rue Kara- 
gatch to the new headquarters in the 
Government palace, h@ received The 
Associated Press correspondent; with 
whom he freely discussed the situation. 

In reply to the question whether 
Thrace was going to fight, he said, 
speaking in French: 

“We are prepared. The whole army 
asks nothing .better than the oppor- 
tunity. We shall not surrender Thrace. 
Any one who saw the soldiers along the 
Rue Karagatch today knows instinc- 
tively that my words reflect absolutely 
the spirit of the troops. 

‘““We are one in an ‘nflexible de- 
termination to keep intact the new 
Greece; no difference of opinion exists 
on this question. The Turks may think 
we are beaten, but let them try to prove 
it on the soil of Thrace. 

“Things are momentarily complicated 
and unsettled in Greece, owing to the 
revolution, but the change of govern- 
ment has served only to stimulate the 
troops and to unite them. 

‘I have been particularly gratified to 
find the sturdy morale which exists 
among the tanned veterans 'who saw 
two years’ service in Asia Minor. There 
have been stories of war weariness 
among these troops, but, as I say, wait 
and see. * 

“‘If the troops have as much confi- 
dence in me as I have in them, we shall 
win. We are determined to redeem the 
recent reverses to the Greek arms and 
to settle once for all the question of 
Turkish re-entry into Europe."’ 





Tracian Members Protest. 

ATHENS, Oct.'9 (Associated Press).— 
The Greek members of the Chamber of 
Deputies for Thrace have sent a state- 
ment to the British press, declaring 
that if the British people believe the re- 
entry of the Turks into Burope will 
assure peace, they are suffering from 
a lamentable illusion. 

The Thracians predict that hefore 
many months the British and French 
mandates for Palestine, Mesopotamia 
and Syria will be challenged, the 
Egyptian question reopened, and_ the 
Gallipoli campaign will have been 
fought over again. They declare that 
in avoiding armed conflict today the 
British are merely postponing the in- 
evitable and that in the near future 
they will have to fight under/infinitely 
worse conditions than at present. 

If, nevertheless, Greece is to be 
stripped of her new territories, says 
the statement, she ought to be spared 
the crushing blow of being swamped 
with 1,300,000 refugees. The signatories 
demand that Allied troops remain 
permanently in Thrace to save the non- 
Turkish population from massacre or 
deportation.

Freighter Winona Here After 
Saving 1,243 Refugees 
From Blazing City. 








IN HARBOR AS CITY BURNED 





Captain Saw Turks Bayonet Vic- 
tims—Night Filled With Shrieks 
Across the Water. 





A vivid description of the horrors of 
Smyrna following its capture by the 
Turks under Kemal Pasha on Sept. 9 
was brought here yesterday by Captain 
John M, Walters of the 5,000-ton Amer- 
ican freighter Winona, which was the 
last steamship to enter the port under 
Greek régime. The Winona rescued 1,243 
refugees, taking them to Piraeus. 

“During the twenty hours the refu- 
gees were on board the ship there were 
three births,’ the captain said. ‘' The 
sufferings of the half-naked and fam- 
ished men, women and children were 
terrible beyond words. The sight of the 
entire waterfront of Smyrna ablaze on 
the night of Sept. 13 was awe-inspiring. 
The heat from the blazing town was 
intense, but the buildings, being dry, 
were quickly consumed. Both hotels,’ 
the Post Office and the office buildings 
where the American and European 
firms were housed were all destroyed, 
together with the Custom House and 
various warehouses. 

“The Winona arrived in Smyrna on 
Sept. 8 and remained In the inner and 
outer harbors waiting to save tobacco 
belonging to the American Tobacco 
Company until the night of Sept. 14. 
Finally we had to leave without taking 
it on board. It went up in the blaze. 

‘“*T stood near the Custom House on 
the morning of Sept. 9 and saw the 
Turkish advance column march through 
the main street in an orderly manner 
and hoist the national flag. So far as I 
could learn, the regular troops under 
Kemal Pasha .behavea welt. Civilians 
were killed and women attacked by the 
Turkish bandits, who had, been living in 
the mountains since the Greeks entered 
the country in the Spring of 1921. 

“I was reliably informed that 8,000 
Greek men, women and children and 
several priests of high rank had all been 
burned to death in the Greek Church in 
the centre of the town on the night of 
the 13th. 

“On the night of the 9th and the 10th 
the ‘Winona was moored three-quarters 
of a mile from the shore. We could 
hear the shrieks of the wretched Ar- 
menians and Greeks as they were pur- 
sued and done to death or worse by the 


bandits. The Turkish soldiers, I later 
learned, were ordered to stop the 
slaughter, but could not do much. Tho} 
soldiers themselves were incensed 


——- the Greeks, who had fired every 
village in their retreat toward Smyrna. 
‘‘T believe the report that the town 
was fired by the refugees on the 13th, 
before leaving, to keep property from 


| falling into the hands of the invaders. 


‘‘ After hoisting the Turkish flag on 
all the Government buildings on the 
9th, the regular troops of Kemal Pasha’s 
army immediately marched away. At 
the time the Turks captured Smyrna, it 
was estimated there were nearly 400,000 
refugees in the town.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 9.—Great

Soldiers 
clad in scarcely recognizable uniforms 
were standing in the streets peddling 


cigarettes to the American sailors to 
get money to buy food. 
“The heat was intense. There had 


been no rain for weeks. Thick white 
cust powdered the refugees, adding to 
their disordered appearance. 

‘““On the night of Sept. 8 all vessels 
were ordered to anchor about three miles 
off shore. Kemal’s army was near. 
Hundreds of terrified men, women and 
children put off in sailing boats to cross 
the bay to the islands, where they would 
be protected by foreign warships. 


Begin Killing’ and Looting. 


“The Turkish Army entered the next 
morning, took possession and left, en- 
camping on the foothills a few miles 
away. All business was suspended. To- 
ward evening bandits and brigands en- 
tered Smyrna and commenced killing 
and looting in the Greek, Armenian and 


Jewish quarters. Shrieks coming across 
the water made the men’s blood boil to 
think of what was going on ashore 
in the darkness. 

‘*On the night of the 11th an Armeni- 
an reached the Winona paddling on a 
plank and told Captain Walters that 
Turkish civilians were killing and loot- 
ing. On the following afternoon the 
officers of the Winona through their 
lasses saw a band of Turkish irregu- 
ser chase six Greeks or Armenians 
down to the water, shooting as they 
ran. In order to make death sure the 
Turks repeatedly bayoneted the bodies. 

“On the morning of the 13th the 
Winona returned to the inner harbor, 
the first merchant vessel to enter under 
the new Turkish rule. All stores and of- 
fices were closed. Turkish civilians were 
still looting Greek and Armenian places 
of business. 

“About 4 o’clock in the afternoon on 
Sept. 138 Smyrna was fired in four 
places. By 8 o'clock the whole water- 
front was in flames. The wind carried 
the flames from the Turkish to the 
European quarters of the town. The 
blaze was reflected blood red on the 
calm surface of the water for more than 
two miles out.

He had bet- 
ter not tell that to the Armenians, who 
recalled.to him in vain his promises of 
a national home. He had better not 
tell that to the massacred of,Smyrna, 
nor to the populations of Thrace, whom 
he has just condemned to exile. They 
would not believe him. 

‘‘Poincaré thinks that if we refused 
anything to the Turks they demand it 
might mean war. But why did we fight 
Germany for fifty-two months? 

** Poincaré recalls the awful repercus- 
sions in Europe of the Balkan wars of 
1912 and 1914. Is that why he tries to 
re-establish in the Balkans the same 
situation which in 1912 caused the wars 
he refers to? 

‘* Poincaré tried to justify his blind 
pro-Turk policy by saying he must sat- 
isfy our Mussulman subjects. And in 
the same breath he tells how our Mus-

In- 
structions also were given that the com- 
mittee obtain, if possible, a warehouse in 
Piraeus for the Red Cross. 

To the Greek Red Cross at Athens, 
Chairman Payne sent a message stating 
that a commission would be on hand 
there soon to aid in the relief work. 

The American Red Cross in Paris was 
instructed by the Chairman to purchase 
$50,000 of canned milk and to hurry the 
shipment to districts where it was most 
needed. 

The announcement reser ens the ap- 
pointment of Dr. Hill said that he would 
sail at the end of the week and be ac- 
companied by a staff of trained and sea- 
soned workers. Their numbers, it was 
said, would be augmented from the 
ranks of Red Cross workers in Western 
Europe as needs arose.

HULL MAKES REPLY 
~ ON PARTY CONTROL 


Points to Republican Support of 
|Democratic Proposals in Con- 
gress and to Radical Candidates.

‘DENIES THIS IS AN ISSUE 
| Asserts Adams Seeks to Divert At- 


tention From Tariff, Taxes and 
Condition of Farmer.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Cordell Hull, 
Democratic National Chairman, issued a 
statement today in reply to the charge 
made by Chairman Adams of the. Re- 
publican National Committee that a 
number of Democratic Senators who had 
voted for the Fordney-McCumber Tariff 
Bill were appealing to the voters for re-- 
election on this issue. Mr. Hull called 
attention to the fact that ninety-four 
Republican members of the House de- 
serted their party and joined the Dem- 
ocrats in sustaining the high income 
surtax rates. 

‘* Followig the same line as the Re- 
publican Chairman,’’ says the statement, 
“it could be pointed out on the other 
hand that when the Internal Tax bill was 
before the House fifty Republican Rep- 
resentatives voted with the Democrats to 
recommit it for further revision, and the 
entire Republican reactionary member- 
ship of the Senate was whipped into 
line to vote for the Democratic amend- 
ment keeping the higher surtaxes at 
50 per cent., despite President Hard- 
ing’s plea to reduce it to 32 per cent., 
or to compromise at 40 per cent., to ac- 
cept other Democratic amendments, and 
that ninety-four Republican members of 
the House voted with the Democrats to 
sustain the Democratic Senate amend- 
ments. 

** Also it might be pointed out that nine 
Republican Senators voted with the 
Democrats to oust Newberry. 

‘* Speaking of party control af sena- 
torial candidates it might be asked if 
the Republican Party organization 
controls Republican candidate Brookhart 
in Iowa, Republican Candidate Frazier 
in North Dakota, Republican Candidate 
Lafollette in Wisconsin and others. Fol- 
lowing the lines of the Republican 
Chairman it might be asked why doesn’t 
the Republican Party get control of its 
candidates and of itself. 
| ‘The American people, however, have 

suffered too much at the hands of the 
Republican Congress and Administra- 
tion to be in a mood to consider such 
mere detail of party regularity as is- 
sues of the campaign. No amount of 
persiflage or camouflage issuing from 
the Republican national leaders can 
cover up the failure of that party to 
1edeem its pledge of 1920 to reduce the 
high cost of living or its recent contrary 
course in greatly increasing that cost 
by the enactment of an unprecedented 
profiteers’ tariff which is already caus- 
ing an advance in most all prices ex- 
cept farm products, and which will en- 
rich the manufacturers while it fleeces 
the American people to the extent of 
$3,000,000,000 to $4,000,000,000. 

ihe public will pay the bills entalled 
| by this unholy system of tariff graft and 
robbery will not pe thus averted. Neither 
will the farmer in the wheat belt, for 
exampie, overlook the fact that the Re- 
publican Congress recently adjourned, 
leaving him to sell his wheat below the 
cost of production, if he sells at all, while 
he is required to pay an astonishingly 
high level of prices for what he buys.

WIFE FROM SECOND! 


After Waiting for Seven Years, 
No. 2 Gets Marriage 
Annulled.

Arden story in which the first husband | 
won his wife back from the second was | 
revealed here today when it was learned 
that Supreme Court Justice Stephen, A. 
Callaghan granted a decree of annul- 
ment last Saturday to Benjamin L. 
| Hawkins, a retired business man, about | 
| 60 years old, of Smithtown, L. L., whose | 
wife ran away with her first husband j 
in 1915 and has not been heard from 
since. 

| County Judge George H, Furman of 
| Suffolk County, as counsel for Haw- 
| kins, submitted in evidence a copy of a 
marriage certificate showing that Helen 
L. Hawkins had married James Lavell | 
in Scotland on Nov. 4, 1884, when she 
was 19 years old and Lavell was 25. 
They had a son, now 37 years old. Sev- 
eral years after their marriage the La- 
vells came to this country, bringing the | 
son with them. Later the Lavells sepa- 
rated, anu Mrs. Lavell kept her cniild 
with her. : 

Mrs. Lavell was married to Hawkins 
in Bridgeport, Conn., on July 17, 1900. 
According to the evidence, Mrs. Lavell 
told Hawkins that she was a widow. 
Some years after the marriage, accord- 
ing to the testimony, Hawkins learned 
that his wife had not been a widow at} 
the time of her second marriage, but she | 
then told him that she had obtained a 
divorce from her first husband. Not- 
withstanding, the couple lived happily 
together in Smithtown until 1915, when 
the first hugband reappeared upon the 
scene, 

Mrs. Hawkins deserted her new hus- 
band and went away with the old. Her 
son disappeared from Smithtown about 
the same time. Since them nothing has 
been heard from any of them. It is 
supposed that they went back to Scot- 
land. The summons in the action was 
served by' publication, and, the defen- 
dant failing to appear, judgment against 
her was entered by default. Justice 
Callaghan granted the annulment on the 
ground that the woman was already 
married when she married Hawkins. 


FOR 218 MURDER TRIALS. 


Accused in the Clifton (W. Va.) 
Strike Fight to Be Tried Separately. 


WELLSBURG, W. Va., Oct. 9.—Sep- 
arate trials for 218 union miners from 
Pennsylvania, indicted for alleged par- 
ticipation in the battle at the Clifton 
coal mine, Cliftonville, July 17, and ac- 
cused of first degree murder, were 
granted late today by Circuit Judge J. 
B. Somerville. 

The prosecution sought to try the de- 
| fendants together, but after Judge Som- 
erville sustained the motion, of the de- 
fendants’ attorneys, Prosecuting Attor- 
ney W. S. Milkin announced his willing- 
ness to proceed immediately with the 
trial of John Kaminsky. 

Counsel for the risoners countered 
with a motion for change of venue to a 
circuit further from the scene of the 
battle. Arguments will be heard on 
Wednesday afternoon, 

Many of. the prisoners have been in 
jail since the mine fight, which resulted 
in the death of Sheriff H. H. Duvall of 
this county and six union miners. The 
other defendants were extradited about 
a month ago. 

A number of witnesses subpoenaed by 
the State are local residents who were 
special deputies under Duvall. The 
battle was the most serious outbreak in 
this district during the bituminoug coal 
strike. $

States. His statement made unanimous 
the opinion on the question of all Ameri- 
€an delegates to the Inter-Parliamentary 
*<®,, Union Conference at Vienna, several 
i‘) ®enators who, with Representative Bur- 
ton, toured Europe and conferred with 
leading statesmen and publicists, hav- 
ing previously declared that the allied 
debts should not be remitted. 

Mr. Burton conferred with President 
Harding today and, after campaigning 
fin Ohio, will return here for the meet- 
ing this month of the Allied Debt Com- 
mission with Great Britain’s financial 
representatives. 


“There are many reasons why the 
allied debts should not be canceled,’’ 
said Mr. Burton. ‘* First, they are 
binding obligations, a national debt, and 
their cancellation would throw doubt on 
national credit, which is an all-im- 
portant part of all commercial and in- 
dustrial relations. 

*“Second, these loans were not made 
from an abounding revenue, but were 
obtained by borrowings from our people 
with no small difficulty and with a 
great deal of sacrifice. There was no 
thought at the time that they would 
mot be repaid and, indeed, the law un- 
der which our people took our bonds 
provided for their exchange in kind. 


Says It Would Threaten War. 


“Third, the United States is sincerely 
interested in world peace. If these debts 
were canceled it would lead to an ex- 
pansion of the military and naval estab- 

- Yishments of other countries, and there- 
by bring a threat of war and all the 
waste it entails. 
“ Fourth, proportionately, the increase | 
fm the debt of the United States as a} 
result of the war is greater than that of 
the borrowers. The increase in taschthon | 
also is proportionately greater. 

*“urther, while we recognize the 
wonderful sacrifice made by the Allies 
during the war, their danger was more 
{mminent, and we have gained no ter- 
ritory and are not expecting any large | 
indemnities. The general feeling abroad 
is that these debts ought to be paid. |

ther national loans abroad, adding that 
private credits for American raw mate- 
rials might and should be arranged, but 
that the United States Treasury should 
not be called upon again to aid any for- 
eign country, except possibly for human 
relief.

DUBLIN, Oct. 9.—The Irish Govern- 
ment will soon be in the market for a 
loan to carry it through the remaining 
six months, probably its worst petiod. 
The Irish banks do not anticipate any 
difficulty in geting the money without 
going outside the island. 

The new budget of £37,000,000 (roughly 
$162,800,000) admittedly exceeds the es- 
timated revenue by £10,000,000 ($44,000,- 
000). Official statistics for 1920 show 
that the revenue of the twenty-six col- 
onies was £30,000,000 ($132,000,000) and 
exceeded the expenditures by £8,000,- 
000 ($35,200,000), but the situation is not 
as alarming as this might indicate. 

Government experts point out that 
£12,000,000 ($52,800,000) of this year's 
budget is for extraordinary expenses 
which are not likely to continue. These 
include £10,000,000 ($44,000,000) for com- 
pensation for property destroyed in the 
fighting and £1,800,000 ($7,920,000) for 
Yensions for Judges, members of the 
sonstabulary and other employes of the 
British Government who were succeeded 
by Irishmen. This total will shrink with 
the deaths of the beneficiaries. There 
is nearly another £1,000,000 appropriated 


for reconstruction, local taxation ad- 


gustment, relief grants, &c.

Having been worn threadbare in the 
country of its origin, the Frankenstein 
metaphor has reached Czechoslovakia 
and has there achieved a social con- 
gciousness—has become, in fact, class 
conscious. Rossum’s Universal Robots, 
whose initials give the new play at the 
Garrick its title, are mannikins so skill- 
fully devised that they do all the man- 
ual and much of the semi-skilled work 
of the world. 

In the parable of the play they are 
the mechanical workers of our mechan- 
ized civilization—human cogs and levers. 
Bven in the first act, when they are 
mewly created, they dabble in the 
phrases of Karl Marx. But as yet they 
are comparatively harmless, The trouble 
comes when one of the inventors, be- 
guiled by the philanthropic heroine of 


the play, finds a means of creating 
more nearly perfect Robots—gives the 
workers of the world ideals and educa- 
tion. That inflames_the heart of Frank- 
enstein, fills him with rage agajnst his 
masters—and the result is a clean sweep 
of civilization. 

If this were all of the play, the result 
might be a clean indictment, a grim 
@n terrible preachment against the 
evils of progress. There is, in fact, 
much incidental satire of the capitalist 
world, which has the knack of telling 
epigram. For the most part, the parable 
is skillfully sustained; it is never in- 
sisted upon, always suggested. But in 
one regard it breaks down lamentably. 
What Karl Marx delighted to call the 
egg ee is least of all prolific. It 

as, in fact, been cunningly denied by its 
investors the power of reproduction. So 
when the melodramatic third act is 
achieved, and civilization lies in ruins, 
the Robots find that their triumph is 
futile. With their generation life on this 
planet will forever cease. 

The meaning of all this, of course, if 
it has any meaning, is that something 
more is needful to mundane existence 
than Robot labor, even under its more 
enlightened leaders. Rossum’s Universal 
Robots make some such discovery as is 
in process among Russia’s Universal 


Mujiks. That issue is dodged. In the 
English —version of Paul Selver and 
Nigel Playfair the combat of social 


forces, this brave Phillipic against the 
world of capitalist exploitation, turns to 
a sentimental question of whether, after 
all, mankind unmechanized is to endure. 

An epilogue reassures us. Two young 
folk appear—ex machina, as the Greeks 
put it, but certainly not out of the mod- 
ern mechanism of industry—who have 
discovered how to fool the simple-minded 
Robots. They have found a deserted 
cottage with a dog and a cat. As the 
sun rises on the backdrop they give

In the intelligence of its writing, the 
novelty of its action and the provoca- 
tive nature of its mood, “R. U. R.” 
sustains the high traditions of the Thea-| 
tre Guild. The production is competent 
threughout, though by no means super- | 
lative. Kathlene MacDonnell, Louis | 
Calvert and John Rutherford give very} 
capable performances. But the main} 
theme, whatever it is, does not, as the 
golfers say, carry through.

Former Greek King Would Make 
Permanent Home There.

PARIS, Oct. 9.—Former King Constan- 
tine of Greece wants to live in Paris. 
That is the reply given to a Petit Pa- 
risien correspondent to the question of 
where he intended definitely to settle 


down. 

Passports issued to Constantine bear 
visas for several countries so that he is 
not restricted in his choice. But whether 
the French will relish the idea and ac- 
cord him a hearty welcome is another 
matter. 

Replying to a question as to whéther 
his abdication was definite the former 
ruler replied that when he left Athens 
in 1917, at the request of the allied pow- 
ers, he did not abdicate and was there~- 
fore free to return as soon as he was 
able. Now, however, he had abdicated 
and therefore there could be no question 
of a possible return. 

‘Constantine does not blame_ himself 
for present events in Greece, but says 
it is the fault of Venizelos, who entered 
upon an adventurous policy without a 
guarantee of sufficient backing. Greece 
by herself could not carry out the effort 
necessitated in Asia Minor. Acting at 
first as a mandatory of the great pow- 
ers, she later was abandoned by them to 
her fate. That, in Constantine’s opin- 
ion, was the principal, if not the sole 
cause of the present disaster.

TIE GAME CAUSES 


REHEARING DENIED 


BETTING DISPUTE! TO BALTIMORE CLUB 





Stake Holders Say Those Who 
Backed Giants to Win Four 
Straight Can Collect. - 





Bettors’ who wagered their money 
that the Giants would win four straight 
games in the world’s series are entitled 
to collect, ‘although a tie game inter- 
vened, according to betting commission- 
ers in this city yesterday. Basing their 
objections on the technical claim that 
the tie game broke the Giants’ string of 
consecutive victories, many persons re- 
fused to pay off their bets. Betting 
men in Wall Street and along Broad- 


way were beseiged with appeals on the 
question. 

According to John Doyle, who handled 
much of the world’s series betting in 
Manhattan, and Fred Schumm, who per- 
formed a similar office in Brooklyn, the 
Giants really did win four straight. 
They agreed that the tie game is ‘‘ no 
contest.’’ and that all bets based on it 
are void. 

‘One way of looking at the matter,” 
Doyle said, ‘‘ is te consider what would 
be the case if the first game, instead of 
the second, had been tied. Obviously it 
would be unfair and ridiculous for the 
men on the Yankee end of the bet to 
come and demand that the wager be 
paid, even before a game of the series 
had been decided. It doesn’t make any 
difference that the tiled gamé was the 
second. 

‘“When the Yankee backer bet that 
the Giants would_not win four straight, 
it was implied that the Yanks would 
take at least one. That goes for any 
bet. If one man bets that A will win a 
contest, the other man implies in his 
wager not only that A will not win, but 
that B will win.’’ 

Schumm pointed out that at the Polo 
Grounds all bets made on the second 
game had been transferred to the third. 
According to him, the same rule applies 
to wagers on the Giants winning four 
in a row. 

Only isolated cases came to light of 
any big wagers on the four-straight 
proposition. One man who had put up 
$1,000 against $14,000 pocketed the lat- 
ter amount and was convinced that 
world’s series are boons to humanity. 
The odds generally were about 10 to 1 
on this proposition, with one case of a 
blissfully confident Giant rooter accept- 
ing 5 to 1. 

Best information available indicated 

without question that the extent of the 
betting on the series was much smaller 
than in other years. Betting men at- 
tributed this to the fact that the Yanks 
thus driv- 
ing much Giant money to cover. Bets 
of 5 to 7 on the Yanks went begging and 
were never covered. 
‘The heaviest betting, Doyle said, was 
at the last game Sunday, when racing 
followers took advantage of their day 
off to flock to the Polo Grounds and 
put their monéy dovwn. In the hour 
before the game the number of wagers 
was considerable. 

For some of the Yankee backers it 
was a disastrous series. One fan started 
by laying a considerable sum on the 
Yanks to take the series. After the first 
game he doubled the size of his bet, 
laying it on a Yankee victory in the 
|} second game. He kept up this doubling 
for the rest of the series, always on 
the proposition that the Yanks would 
| win the game that day. He was confi- 
| dent that the Yanks would capture one 
| contest at least, and by doubling what 
he had bet before he hoped to recoup 
his losses. At the end of the series he 
jwas cleaned out. Other cases of the 
| same kind were discovered yesterday.

Baseball Not Interstate Com- 
merce, Rules Supreme Court 
in Federal League Decision. 





WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.— Rehearing 
was denied by the Supreme Court today 
of the case brought by the Baltimore 
Club of the defunct Federal League 
against organized baseball in which the 
ecurt held that professional baseball as 
played under the present national agree- 
ment does not possess the attributes of 
interstate commerce. 

The baseball case reached the Supreme 
Court for decision after the Baltimore 
Club had obtained in the Supreme Court 
et the District of Columbia a verdict 
awarding it triple damages under the 
Sherman anti-trust act, against the Na- 


tional and American leagues, operating 
under the national agreement, on the 
grounds that the Federal League had 
been disrupted as a result of a con- 
spiracy in violation of the act. The 
Court of Appeals of the District of Co- 
lumbia reversed the decision and set 
aside the judgment. 

The Baltimore Club then took the case 
to. the Supreme Court, which held that 
thé transportation across State lines of 
the players forming the different pro- 
fessional teams for the purpose of par- 
ticipating in public exhibitions did not 
constitute interstate commerce, and that 
the clubs under the national agreement 
were not subject to the Sherman act.

THIRTY-ONE YEARS A COACH 


Heisman, Now With Penn, Most Ex- 
perienced of Grid Mentors. 


Head Coach John W. Heisman of the 
University of Pennsylvania football 
equad undoubtedly holds the world’s 
record for professional longevity. This 
season at Penn will mark his thirty- 
first year as a football mentor. The 
nearest approaches to this record have 
been made by Pop Warner, who is now 
coaching at Pittsburgh; Alonzo Stagg 
at Chicago and Dr. Williams, formerly 
at Minnesota, who have all coached over 
twenty-three years or more. 

Heisman received his first experience 
as a college player at Brown University. 
He later transferred to the University of 
Pennsylvania, where he played left 
tackle on the Red and Blue varsity of 
1890, and left end on the 1891 eleven, one 
of the greatest gridiron machines ever 
turned out at Penn. 

It was at Oberlin College in Obio that 
the veteran received his first experience 
as a coach in 1892. The eleven under 
his charge won éight straight games, in- 
cluding a victory over the University of 
Michigan, which boasted a great team 
that year. Heisman’s greatest successes 
were achieved in the South, bowever. 
He coached four years at Clemson Col- 
lege, and it was his coaching ability 
that put that institution onthe football 
map. In 1902 he won the Southern 
championship for Clemson, During his 
four years there his teams lost only four 
games. 

It was Heisman’s showing at Clemson 
that caused him to be the most-sought- 
after mentor in the South. He went to 
Georgia Tech in 1904, and remained 
there sixteen years as head football 
coach. In 1907 the Georgia Tech eleven 
defeated Pennsylvania, 41 to 0. It was 
this game that caused the Penn athletic 
officials to take notice of Georgia Tech's 
coaching work.

MANY RECORDS TO 


Thirty Outdoor Swimming Marks' 


Have Gone by the Board 
During the Past Season. 





One of the outstanding features: of 
the outdoor swimming season just closed 
was the bumper crop of records har- 
vested by the young mermaids of the 
Women’s Swimming Association of New 
York. Upward of thirty iconoclastic 
feats went to their credit, an unprece- 


dented number in water sports for wo- 
men, and in most cases the new marks 
rate as world’s standards. True, some 
of the brilliant performances will not be 
recognized officially, due to _ short 
courses or technical shortcomings, but 
this does not alter the fact that all were 
properly vouched for and that the few 
instances when measurements were in- 
accurate the old figures would have 
gone by the board just the same had the 
full distance been covered. 

Miss Gertrude Ederle and Miss Helen 
Wainwright, respectively 15 and 16 years 
old, shared leading honors. Each scored 
more than a dozen times. But while 
Miss Ederle found no opportunity to af- 
tack marks for the longer distances, her 
records ranging from 150 yards to 500 
meters, Miss Wainwright was able to 
go after everything in sight and bat- 
tered records up to one mile. 

The most startling of the Summer's 
achievements was a 500-meter swim in 
the truly sensational time of 7:22 1-5, 
made by Miss Ederle in the 75-foot pool 
of the Brighton Beach Baths. In this 
memorable race the W. 8. A. lassie shat- 
tered five international standards on the 
way to the full distance, lowering the 
figures for 300 yards from 4:08 3-5 to 


3:58 2-5, 400 yards from 6:022-5 to 
§:22 2-5, 400 meters from 6:153-5 to 
5:53 1-5, 440 yards from 6:153-5 to 
5:54 8-5, and 500 yards from 7:08 1-5 to 
6:45 1-5. Other notable exploits of Miss 
Ederle’s were swims at 220 yards in 
2:491-5 and 440 yards in 6:001-5, both 


over very difficult 110-yard courses, 
which disposed of the open water world’s 
records of 2:53 and 6:20 3-5, respec- 
tively, set under far more favorable con- 
ditions, 

Miss Wainwright's greatest feat was 


to cover 200 meters (218.6 yards) in 
2:411-5 over a supposedly 110-yard 
coursé. Had the stretch not been a 


couple of feet short she would have done 
220 yards under 2:43, as against the 
world’s tank record of 2:47 3-5 and the 
open water standard of 2:53. Hardly 
less remarkable, though, Was her one- 
mile swim in 26:444-5 on a 110-yard 
course, which clipped 2:48 3-5 from the 
former American record. 


On the way she dropped the world’s 
marks for 880 yards from 18:31 4-5 to 
13:06 4-5, and for 1,000 yards from 


16:50 2-5 to 14:58 2-5, besides hanging 
up new international marks of 19:58 for 
1,820 yards (three-quarters of a mile) 
and *25:06 3-5 for 1,500 yards. Miss 
Wainwright also shattered the records 
for 150, 200, 300, 400, 440 yards and 300 
and 400 meters, but her records were 
beaten later. The same fate befell stand- 
ards for 200 and 300 yards set by Miss 
Aileen Riggin and for 200 and 500 yards 
returned by Miss Ethel McGary. 

Among the striking performances of 
the season were two world’s records for 
400-yard relay swimming attained by 
WwW. S. A. girls. The Misses Ederile, 
Wainwright, Riggin and Mrs. Charlotte 
Boyle Clune brought down the figures 
for a regulation 75-foot pool from 4:40 
to 4:38 3-5, and the three first named, 
with Miss McGary, bettered the inter- 
national mark for a 100-yard opéen-water 
course from 4:59 to 4:33 2-5. 

Worthy of note is that all the W. S. 
A.. stars who accounted for individual 
records range in age from fourteen to 
sixteen.

This fortunate outcome is a con- 
crete and vivid illustration of the dif- 
ference between the methods of Gov- 
ernor MILLER, and those of Mayor 
Hy.tan.

What would have 
been the consequences? First, imme- 
diate disintegration of the whole sys- 
tem. The transit service would have 
been instantly demoralized, and the 
{public would have had to pay two or 
|three fares where it now pays one, 
Moreover, administration of the prop- 
erties by receivers would have been 
expensive, and would have placed 
heavy new liens upon the property. 
Of course, the city authorities profess 
that they would have stepped in to 
make salvage of the wreck, but the 
process would have been slow, cumber- 
some and costly. In the end the City 
Treasury would have had to meét 
swollen deficits, and the traveling pub- 
lic would have been exaspcratingly in- 
commoded. 

By contrast with such destructive 
plans, the Governor's project lodked 
to unifying, upbuilding and necessary 
extensions. From the first, it contem- 
plated squeezing the water out of trac- 
tion securities and of causing the 
stocks and bonds of the Interborough 
and other lines to cease to be re- 
garded as highly speculative. This is 
now in the way of attainment, as is 
also the complete plan of the Transit 
Commission, which aims not only to 
place the companies on a sound finan- 
| cial basis, but to enable them to ex- 
| pand their service in the coming years 
|so as to meet the increasing demands 
of the population of the greater city. 

As between gains and losses by the 
Interborough reorganization, the for- 
mer greatly predominate. Some of 
the security holders lose, but in fact 
they had already lost. The reorgan- 
ization simply recognizes, in that re- 
spect, what the market had previously 
recognized. On the credit side must 
be placed assured financial stability 
in the future, along with operation of 
the companies in harmony with the 
plans of the Transit Commission, and 
for the acknowledged benefit of the 
public.

The speed and weight of these machines 
make them deadly weapons, and never- 
theless the regulation of them is not 
much different from that which was 
sufficient in the days of horses.. Prac- 
tically anybody can get a license, and 
many drive without licenses and are 
safe enough from punishment as long 
as they keep out of trouble. On the 
other hand, pedestrians, though they 
know their peril, too often forget it, 
with consequences not the less disas- 
trous to themselves merely because their 
carelessness is more easily excusable 
than is that of a vicious or incompetent 
driver.

ers in them have come

man militarism, by what he is now, 
shows what he and his like were before 
1914. His arrogance is undiminished, 
and he reveals exactly the sort of igno- 
rance in regard to other peoples that 
hid from the Germans the size of the 
war they were starting and the inevi- 
table consequences of it. 

LUDENDORFF said—sincerely, no doubt— 
that Germany fought for the supremacy 
of the German race, the United States 
for gold. Reminded of the Lusitania, 
he declared that it/was loaded with mu- 
‘nitions or it would not have sunk as it 
did, and words almost failed him, 
though not quite, when he expressed his 
resentment against Americans, and es- 
pecially against the German-Americans. 
The former he hates because of what 
they did, the latter for what they did 
not do. 

Assuming that he was correctly quoted, 
the General talked like an angry child, 
and he betrayed, among other things, 
that he is completely lacking in the 
sense of humor. To prove that the Ger- 
mans have suffered, he instanced his 
own case—he is unable, he declared, to 
buy meat for his family more than twice 
a& week! 

He refused to discuss the HoHENZOL- 
LERNS or the possibility of their return 
to power. That, he said, wa8 Germany’s 
business; it did not concern Americans, 
and they had no right to ask questions 
about it. The Brittsh Repire he saw as 
doomed to disruption, ‘‘ and it will not 
revive, as Germany will.’”’ 

The effect of reading the interview is 
a feeling of embarrassment like the one 
created by seeing somebody doing some- 
thing unpardonably stupid or hearing 
him say something half way between 
shameful and ridiculous, but not at all 
amusing. 


No Wonder 
They 
Were Beaten. 


It seems that when 
an airplane moves at 
the rate of 200 miles 
an hour and it is 
sharply turned in the 
air the aviator loses—or may lose—con- 
sciousness for a moment as a result of 
“centrifugal force.’’ That means, of 
course, that he tends to go‘straight on- 
ward, and the compulsion to change his 
direction suddenly brings to bear on his 
brain a pressure so strong that it ceases 
to function. 

That is comprehensible enough, but it 
cannot be recalled that the phenomenon 
has received previous mention. In it 
may lie the explanation of many acci- 
dents to aviators that have been classed 
as mysteries. 

The unconsciousness of Lieutenant 
MAUGHAN in the Garden City test was 
only momentary. In another man it 
might have been longer—long enough to 
bring him crashing to the ground. 

But why, by the way, is it necessary 
to make at these high speeds turns that 
are so sharp?

President Zayas today vetoed the Dill 
reforming the Federal system of ac- 
counting on the ground that its provis- 
fons practically rendered the Executive 
branch of the Government powerless to 
take any action in administering the na- 
tional finances. The President’s action 
in vetoing the measure, which was one 
of those in the reform program recom- 
mended by General Crowder, is said to 
have been taken with the approval of 
General Crowder.

MEMORIAL UN 
FOR EUGENE FIELD 


Children’s Poet Is Honored by a 
Sculptured Group in Lin- 
coln Park, Chicago. 


STONE RECALLS HIS TRAITS 


Editor Who Bsought Him From 
Denver Calta Him “‘ Apostle 
of Sympathy.” 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 9.—A large group of 
admirers of Eugene Field gathered in 
Lincoln Park this afternoon to dedicate 
& monument in his honor. Relatives, 
intimate friends and former colleagues 
and even some of the children now 
grown up who contributed nickels and 
dimes when a drive for funds for the 
memorial was launched in the public 
schools more than twenty-five years ago, 
were present at the ceremonies. 

The memorial was unveiled by Jean 


Field Foster and Robert Eugene Field, 
grandchildren of the poet. 

Melville E. Stone, counselor and for- 
mer general manager of the Associated 
Press who, while associated with The 
Daily News, brought the “ children’s 
poet ”’ to Chicago from Denver, and Dr. 
William E. Barton of the First Congre- 
gational Church, Oak Park, delivered 
addresses. 

The monument represents a brooding 
angel hovering .over two sleeping chil- 
dren, sprinkling the sand of dreams into 
their eyes. On the base are carved the 
first four lines of the ‘‘ Dutch Lullaby, 
better known as ‘‘ Wynken, Blynken and 
Nod.”’ On the other side of the sleeping 
figures are the opening lines of “* The 
Sugar Plum Tree’’: 


Have you ever heard of the sugar plum tree? 
‘Tis a marvel of great renown. 

It blooms on the shore of the Lollipop Sea, 
In the garden of Shut Eye Town. . 


A fountain, marble seats and the brief 
inscription ‘‘To Eugene Field’’ com- 
plete the memorial. 

Mr. Stone in his address said of Field: 

‘“*“Do not speak of him as one whose 
only livery was his cap and bells. He 
was not a mere merry-andrew. He was 
really very serious-minued. 

‘Although in his early youth he 
showed little aptitude for an education, 
in later years he became a close student. 
He was quick of discernment, his ap- 
plication to his work remarkable, a 
prolific writer, of great power of 
observation, and underlying all a basic 
faith in the dogmas of Christianity. 

‘‘ Prankish, I confess, yet something 
more. Tuning his lute to humanity's 
burden of care and grief, he sang the 
song of the helpless. He was notably 
the poet of sympathy. He was a many 
sided character. He had a profound 
religious, even spiritual nature. The. 
Puritan strain of his ancestry frequently 
cropped out in his daily life. He had a 
secret fondness for Cotton Mather and 
Jonathan Edwards and all the other 
sturdy captains of the Church militant. 

Yet over all there spread the warm, 
mellow rays of a human sympathy 
which prompted some of the sweetest 
and most pathetic verse of our la e. 
He sounded all the depths of tender 
emotion and voiced the agonized cry of 
bereaved motherhood and sisterhood ans 
childhood, with the tone and timbre and 
tempo of a master. , 

“What grief-stricken maternal heart 
is there that has not wept itself to 
consolation with reading ‘ Little Boy 
Blue’? What sobbing bosom has not 
found comfort and relief in ‘ The Sing- 
ing in God’s Acre’? What unruffled 
nero, ‘grunting and sweating under a 
weary life,” has not felt his burden 
lightened on reading ‘ Father’s Way ’? 


His Last Meeting With Field. 


“Twenty-seven years ago, almost to 
the day—it was early in October—I saw 
Eugene Field for the last time. It closed 
an intimate friendship of twelve years’ 
duration. He came to me at Glencoe, 


where I then lived, to give some read- 
ings in the Congregational Church of 
the village for the benefit of a destitute 
wonian. It was; of course, a free-will 
offering on his part, although he did 
not know the beneficiary. He was not 
well and the effort was a great one 
for him, It was his last public appear- 
ance. A few days later he took to his 
bed and on the 4th of November he 
passed away in his sleep. 

‘“‘ Perhaps you will indulge a personal 
word. As my mind inv cluntarily turns 
back to the happy days of comrade- 
— with Field and his friends—that 
brilliant galaxy of the end of the cen- 
tury—I find it almost a roll-call of the 
absent. There were Major Handy and 
James Scott and Samuel Raymond and 
Robert Waller of our Fellowship Club; 
and Franklin Head and Frank Gun- 
saulus and Dr. Poole of the Saints and 
Sinners’ Corner; and Sol Smith Russell 
and William Florence of the s ; an 
Dr. Reilley and James Whitcom Riley 
and Bill Nye of the literary world, every 
one of whom deserves a monumental 
shaft in this place. They have all 
gone to join the great majority. It 
was a company of rare, almost incom- 
parable, brilliancy.

LODGE TAKES ISSUE 
WITH LAMONT PLAN 


Sees Disaster in Taking Ger- 
man Goods in Payment of 
Debts or Reparations. 








DEFENDS THE NEW TARIFF 





Says We Lead All Other Nations 
in Foreign Trade—Scoffs at 


Idea of Isolation. 





BOSTON, Oct. 9.—A care for her own 
prosperity is not only best for America, 
but it is also best for the rest of the 
‘world, Senator Henry Cabot Lodge said 
tonight, in an address before the New 
England Purchasing Agents’ Associa- 
tion on-the allied debt, problem, 

Taking issue with the suggestion made 
by Thomas W. Lamont at the recent 
Bankers’ Convention that the United 
States accept payment of her foreign 
debts in goods, Senator Lodge said that 
the Foreign Debt Commission completed 
by the Government was the best plan 
that could have been devised. 

Discussing the proposal to accept for- 
eign goods in debt payment, he added: 

“That, of coufse, would have the 
effect not only upon us, but upon Eng- 
land and the other powers which have 
large rights in the reparation fund, of 
shutting down their own industries in 
order to buy in Germany, by taking 
German goods in payment of debts or 
reparations. On the face of it that 
would seem an impossible solution. 

‘In this connection let me say a word 
as to an argument which has been much 
put forward that. we were cutting our- 
selves off from foreign trade. If you 
will examine the tables prepared by the 
Secretary of Commerce .you will find 
that in comparison with 1913, which is 


taken as the level, the United States led 
all other nations in 1921 in foreign trade 
gains. 

**We may dismiss the idea that the 
United States by its tariff legislation 
or any other way has injured or de- 
stroyed our foreign commerce. We are 
better off than any other nation in the 
world, holding our own and advancing 
more. 

‘“* This also disposes of the proposition 
that there is danger of the United States 
being isolated. The United States can- 
not be isolated. Moreover, it. igs well to 
remember that the last thing Great Brit- 
ain and Europe wish is to isolate the 
United States. If they attempted any- 
thing of the sort it would complete their 
Tuin. 

‘“*I eannot see why we should ad- 
vance money to France or any other 
country for the purpose of building up 
a large, but, at this time, unnecessary 
navy. The navies of the United States, 
Great Britain and Japan ought to 
assure sufficient naval protection to the 
other powers left by the war with only 
wery modest navies. 

‘Without any feeling except that of 
kindness and friendship to those with 
whom we were associated in the great 
war, it seems to me it is not unreason- 
able that we should ask them to give 
us securities in propera form for their 
debt with very liberal térms as to inter- 
est and time of payment both of inter- 
est and principal.”’

Chief Justice, a Member of 
Court for 23 Years, Dies From 
Bright’s Disease at 62. 





OPPOSED TO RULE BY BOSS 





While He Was Head of National 
Club 
Dropped for Non-Payment of Dues. 


Democratic Murphy Was 





Edward F. O’Dwyer, Chief Justice of 
the City Court and former President of 
the National Democratic Club, died at 
half past 6 yesterday morning of 
Bright’s disease at his home, 37 West 
Seventy-sixth Street. His wife, a daugh- 
ter and two sons in college survive. 
Word of his death was conveyed toghis 
Associate Justices and brief memorial 
proceedings of an impromptu nature 
were held in each part of the court. 

The son of a woolen merchant, Edward 
F. O’Dwyer was born in this city sixty- 
two years ago. He began the practice 
of law in 1881, 

He ran for Alderman on the Republi- 
can ticket in 1884, the year Grover Cleve- 
land ran for President. Cleveland car- 
ried the district by 900 but O’Dwyer 
won by 1,200. In 1885, Richard Croker 
helped him get a nomination for an un- 
expired term on the City Court bench, 
and in 1897 he was elected for ten years. 
At the time of his death he had served 


23 years in all as a City Court Justice. 

Although long a member of Tammany 
Hall, Justice O'Dwyer was far from a 
believer in boss rule. When he was 
President of ‘the National Democratic 
Club on March 1, 1914, Massrs. Murphy, 
Gaffney, Foley, Plunkitt and Darling- 
ton, all Tammany leaders, were dropped 
from membership in the club for non- 
payment of their semi-annual dues. Mur- 
phy’s comment was that he thus saved 
$50 a year. He was reinstated at the 
next club meeting. 





Frank S. Washburn Dies. 

Frank Sherman Washburn, Chairman 
of the Board of the American Cyanamid 
Company and formerly its President, 
died early yesterday morning of bron- 
chial pneumonia at his home in Rye. 
His wife, a son and a daughter survive.

He was born at Centralia, Il., in 1860, 
the son of Elmer Washburn, former 
President of the National Livestock |

FAVORS CITIZEN OVERSIGHT 





Inquiry Would Insure Public 
Confidence~by Providing 
Supervising Body. 





OUTCOME OF MANY CHARGES 





Investigation Came After Outcry 


Over Injury to an _ Insane 


Patient Who Was Beaten. 


The management of United States Vet- 
e@rans’ Hospital 81, Sedgwick Avenue and 
, Kingsbridge Road, the Bronx, is com- 
_ pletely exonerated of charges of malad- 
ministration made by Representative 
Albert B. Rossdale, the American Le- 
gion and others In a report of the spe- 
celal committee appointed by - Colonel 
@haries R. Forbes, Director of the Vet- 
*geans’ Bureau in Washfngton. The com- 
mittee, consisting of Dr. Guy O. Ireiand, 
©. H. Jewett and Martin W. Littleton, 
made its findings public yesterday. 

While the administration of Hospital 
®1 is described as clean and wholesome, 
the committee recommends that public 
confidence in that and similar institu- 
tions, where disabled ex-service men are 
under treatment, be insured by the cre- 
ation of supervisory boards all over the 
country which would have a large meas- 
ure of jurisdiction over the veterans’ 
hospitals in their respective districts. 
It is suggested that such boards be 
composed of three men, an experienced 
physician, a public-spirited citizen who 
has the confidence of the community 
end a representative of the Veterans’ 
Bureau. , 

The ieport points out that such boards 
would entail no added expense on the 
Government and would not take away 
the power of the Director of the Vet- 


erans’ Bureau over institutions for 
which he was responsible, nor would 
they diminish the authority of the head 
of any particular hospital. They would 
exercise the supervision ‘‘ necessary to 
prevent abuses and misuse of power, 
and, above all, would introduce into the 
treatment and care of the «Wsabled vet- 
eran an unofficial, well-directed public 
geal which would bring with it public 
confidence and pride.’’ 


Inquiry Followed Patient’s Injury. 


The committee was appointed as a re- 
#ult of charges from several quarters 
a@ganist Hospital 81 after Nicholas B. 
Samson, an insane patient, was severely 
injured as a result of a beating by two 
attendants. The attendants in question, 
although exonerated in court, were dis- 
Gharged from their jobs in the hospital. 


The New York Stat@ Department of 
the American Legion, through Major 
William F. Deegan, who was then State 
Commander, took up the case and de- 
manded an investigation. Mr. Rossdale, 
whose Congressional district takes in the 
hospital grounds, made some. charges 
against the hospital management and 


likewise demanded an inquiry. Several 
men who had been patients at the in- 
stitution added their voices. ‘Then Col-| 


onel Forbes appointed his committee. 

The committee held hearings in the 
hospital building for about a week. 
Every one who wished to testify was 
heard. Several physicians inspected the 
institution and testified as to their views 
on conditions there. Mr. Rossdale, early 
in the investigation, quit the hearing 
after a clash with members of the com- 
mittee.. He said that the whole thing 
was nothing but a whitewashing expedi- 
tion and he would press for an inquiry 
by Congress. His resolution for such 
an inquiry died in the last Congressional 
session. 


Discard Several Charges. 


In its report, the committee dealt first 
with Mr. Rossdale’s allegations. There 
were six, and two of them, the investi- 
gators found, were “ true in part.”” The 
, others were described as ‘‘ wholly un- 
warranted '’ or ‘‘ absolutely unfounded ”’ 
and one of the charges was termed a 
** gross misstatement of facts."’ 

Regarding the alleged assault upon 
Samson, the committee found that while 
undue force had been used, it had been 
used as a restraint upon a violent 

atient. The case had been investigated 

y Dr. A. P. Chronquest, superintendent 
of the hospital, “promptly and thor- 
oughly.” 

Another charge by Mr. Rossdale de- 
clared that patients with slight nervous 


disorders, ‘‘ borderline cases,’’ had been 
confined in G Building—the ward for 
‘the violently insane—as a matter of

mony as to whether a patient with a 


elight nervous disorder was injured by 
being placed for observation among the 
violently insane. Dr. Chronquest and 
others at the hospital readily admitted 
that G Ward was used in some cases 
as an observation ward, and they denied 
that the patient was hurt thereby. 


To Guard “ Mild Cases.” 


In this connection, medical men who 
testified, generally sided with Dr. 
Chronquest and his aids, although, as 
stated by Mr. Littleton, it seemed hardly 
possible to the mind of the layman 
that a mildly insane person could be 
put among violently insane ones and not 
be harmed by his surroundings. The 
committee made the following recom- 


mendation on this matter: 

‘‘ Notwithstanding that this (placing 
mild cases among violent ones) is the 
universal opinion of men outside of the 
institution as well as in the institution 
and notwithstanding that this seems to 
be'the practice in all first-class private 
and public institutions in all of the 
States of the Union, it is the opinion of 
this committee that, inasmuch as this 
hospital is one in which there is a. very 
unusual public, interest, due regard 
@ehould be had for the universal lay 
opinion that such mingling of patients 
does result in injury to the milder type.’’ 

The committee also found that men 
were not discharged from the hospital 
before they were cured, that there was 
not lacking facilities for entertainment, 
that patients did not find it difficult to 
obtain proper food and medicines, that 
attention was paid to their complaints 
‘and _ that the hospital was not largely 
conducted by bureaucratic methods. It 
also reported that the Red Cross was an 
indispensable attribute of the hospital, 
but the committee suggested that the 
Red Cross co-operate a little more fully 
with auxiliary organizations. 

Having thus disposed of Mr. Ross- 
Gale’s allegations, the report proceeded 
to take up certain recommendations 
made by the Legion. It agreed that 
@nere should be a doctor on watch in G 
building during the night. It Hkewise 
concurred in the assertion that male at- 
tendants were underpaid.

The report, in this 
connection, says: 

*‘ We believe that much of the diffi- 
culty and many of the complaints of 
mismanagement grow ‘directly out of 
this unfortunate and unbalanced condi- 
tion. The head of the hospital should 
enjoy authority fully equal to the re- 
sponsibility which he assumes. It is in- 
conceivable that he can have sympathy 
and whole-hearted co-operation from 
subordinates who are not, in fact, his 
subordinates and not answerable to him. 
He should have the authority for and 
responsibility of choosing his aids, 
whatever rank or degree, and equal au- 
thority to discharge them when the good 
of the service requires it. 

‘“ We do not believe, however, that the 
hospital head should be left without wise 
and proper supervision. We do not be- 
lieve that such supervision can be best 
exercised from the Veterans’ Bureau in 
Washington, because that is a strictly 
Government agency and the hospital ser- 
vice to veterans of the war requires 
something more. 


Counsels Advisory Board. 


“To bring these hospitals within the 
comforting confidence of the public 
generally we venture to suggest that in 
each of the fourteen districts a local 
supervisory board, composed of at least 
three members, one chosen for his 
prominence in the medical profession, 
another chosen for high minded and 
public spirited civilian qualities, and 
still another from the local Veterans’ 
Bureau, should be created whose duty 
it would be to visit, inspect and gen- 
erally supervise the hospitals in its 
district. To this board the head of the 
hospital could look for guidance on ques- 
tions of policy; the community could 
look for that public point of contact 
which is so necessary, and the Director 
of the Veterans’ Bureau could look for 
information, advice and suggestion as 
to the administration and management 
of the hospitals.”’ 

Major Deegan and Mr. Rossdale both 
attacked the report last night as a 
whitewash “pure and simple.” 

‘Just exactly as I predicted,” said the 
Representative. ‘“‘ That handpicked com- 
inittee leaned backward so as to avoid 
seeing anything that might hurt the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau. I shall make a fight for 
a Congressional investigation during the 
especial session, and if that fails I shall 
press it at our regular session in De- 
cember.” 

‘‘T am not all satisfied with the work 
uf the committee,”’ said Major Deegan, 
who wanted it made clear that he was 
not speaking for the Legion, 
as a member. 


SAY YOUTH CONFESSES

Started Four Blazes ‘to Watch! 


Firemen Work,’ Police 
Declare. 


Morris Gold, 17, of 
nue, Brownsville, was 
terday on 
an alleged confession in which the po- 
lice he had admitted starting at 
least four fires in the past week ‘to 


watch the firemen work.’’ The arrest 
of Gold, whom the police described as 
@ moron, was made while firemen were 
fighting a factory fire early yesterday 
morning at 375 Blake Avenue, in the 
Brownsville district. 

In this fire, which gutted a six-story 
building and did damage estimated at 
$40,000, Lieutenant Alexander Geis of 
Engine Company 2838 was painfully in- 
jured by falling from the fifth to the 
fourth floor when the flooring col- 
lapsed. Several firemen received minor 
injuries, chiefly burns. 

Fire Marshal Brophy notleed Gold 
standing near the burning building and 
acting in a peculiar manner. Gold had 
adopted a hero réle and was relating 
his story to bystanders when Brophy 
came up and began asking questions. 
Detectives took Gold to Police Head- 
quarters, where after a grilling, he is 
said to have confessed. 

According to ihe police, Gold usually 
picked out baby carriages standing in 
hallways in which to start fires. The 
police Jearned that Alexander Kambel, 
a Brownsville resident, on his way to 
the Blake Avenue fire, discovered two 
baby carriages and two barrels of waste 
on fire in a tenement at 618 Stone Ave- 
nue. <A bucket brigade of tenants ex- 
tinguished the fire before the arrival 
of firemen.. The police said Gold pro- 
fessed to have committed this arson be- 
cause the Blake Avenue fire did not 
seem to be going well. 

Gold also confessed that he had set 
fire to a baby carriage in a three-story 
tenement at 404 Dumont Avenue, 
Brownsville, last Sunday. Mrs. Fannie 
Starker, a tenant, discovered the fire 
and extinguished it.

MY CO-WORKERS 

IN THE ADMINISTRATION 

S was natural, I had close and 
lasting relations in the regular 
course of events with the Minis- 
try of Public Worship and In- 
struction.. Herr von Gossler and 


Herr von Trott may surely be consid- 


ered the most important and prominent 
occupants of this post. In this Ministry 
a co-worker almost without equal arose 
in the person of Ministry Director Alt- 
hoff, a man of genius. 

I had been made acquainted with the 
dark side of the high school system of 
education by my own school experi- 
ences. The predominantly philological 
character of the training led, in the 
whole educational system as well, to a 
certain one-sidedness. : 

When I was at the Cassel High School 
in 1874-1877 I had observed that, al- 
though there was great enthusiasm for 
1870-1871 and the new empire among 
the boys, there was, nevertheless, a dis- 
tinct lack of the right conception of the 
German idea, of the feeling “ civis Ger- 
manus sum”’ (I am a German citizen) 
—which I impressed later upon my peo- 
ple at the laying of the foundation- 
stone of the Saalburg. To create such 
sentiments and awaken them in the ris- 
ing generation and to lay the founda- 
tions for them firmly in the young 
hearts was a task somewhat beyond 
the powers of the teaching staff, in view 
of the fossilized, antiquated philological 
curriculum. 

There was great neglect in the depart- 
ment of German history, which is exact- 
ly the study through which young hearts 
may be made to glow, through which 
the love of one’s native country, its 
future and greatness, may be aroused. 
But little was taught of more recent 
history, covering the years since 1815. 
Young philologists were produced, but 
no German citizens qualified for prac- 
tical co-operation toward building up 
the flourishing young empire. 

In other words, o youths who tere 
consciously Germans were being turned 
out. 
of my classmates I often tried to in- 
culeate the idea of the Greater Ger- 
many, in order to eliminate parochial 
and similar conceptions which ham- 
pered the German idea. Admiral Wer- 
ner’s ‘Book of the German Fleet”’ 
was one of the few works by means of 


which the Hving feeling for the German | 


Empire could be fanned into flame. 
New Goal of German Youth. 


Another thing that struck me, in addi- 
tion to the one-side@ness of the educa- 
tion in the schools, was the tendency

As long 
as the State consisted, so to speak, of 
government and administration, this 
tendency among German youths in the 
shaping of their lives was understand- 
able and justified; since we were living 
in a country of officials, the right road

tions to explore new regions of the earth, | 
of extending British commerce; and | 


they were trying, in the guise of plo- 
neers of their country, to make Great 
Britain still stronger and greater, by 
practical, free action, not as paid hire- 
lings of the State. But England ‘had 
long been a world empire when we were 
still a land of officials; therefore, the 
youth of Britain could seek more remote 
and importaht goals than the German. 

Now that Germany had entered into 
world economics and world politics, 
however, as a by no means negligible 
factor, the aspirations of German youth 
should have undergone a more prompt 
transformation. For this reason it was 
that I, during the later years of my 
reign, used to compare, with a heavy 
heart, the proud young Britons, who 
had learned much less Latin and Greek 
than was required among us, with the 
children of Germany, pale from over- 
study. To be sure, there were even 
then enterprising men in Germany— 
brilliant names can be cited among 
them—but the conception of serving the 
Fatherland, not by traveling along a 
definite, officially certified road, but by 
independent competition, had not yet 
become sufficiently generalized. There- 
fore I held up the English as an exam- 
ple, for it seems to me better to take 
the good where one finds it, without 
prejudice, than to go through the world 
wearing blinders.

The “Germanic Idea.” 

The Germanic Idea in all its splendor 
was first revealed and preached to the 
astonished German people by Chamber- 
lain in his ‘‘ Foundations of the Nine- 
teenth Century.’’ But, as is proved by 
the collapse of the German people, this 
was in vain.. To be sure, there was 
much singing of ‘‘ Deutschland itiber 
alles,’’ but Germans, obeying the com- 
mands of their enemies, allowed the 
Emperor to fall and the empire to be 
broken to pieces; and, placing them- 
selves under the orders of Russian crim- 
inals vastly inferior to them in culture, 
they stabbed ‘their own army in the 
back while it was still fighting val- 
iantly, 

Had Germans of all classes and con- 
ditions been educated to feel joy and 
pride in their Fatherland, such a degra- 
dation of a great nation would have 
been unimaginable. 

This degradation—which, it must be 
admitted, occurred under remarkable, 
extremely difficult, circumstances—is all 
the more difficult to understand in view 
of the fact that the youth of Germany, 
although it was impaired in health by 
overstudy and not so toughened by 
sports as the English, achieved brilliant 
feats in the World War, such as were 
nowhere equaled before. 

The years 1914-1918 showed what 
might have been made out of the Ger- 
man people had it only developed its 


; admirable qualities in the right direc- 


tion. The 4th of August, 1914, the

Legal Reforms Needed. 


IT have often pointed out how unfor- 
tunate it was that we have not been 
able to introduce, in police cases—con- 
nected with traffic, streets, &c.—the 
prompt procedure of the English “ police 
court.’’ For, in England, punishment in 
such cases is meted out on the very 
next day, whereas in Germany months 
often elapse, what with gathering of 
evidence and examination of witnesses, 
until, finally, some insignificant sen- 
tence is pronounced long after the case 
has been forgotten. I should also have 
liked to introduce into Germany the 
heavy penalties for libels published in 
the press which are customary in Eng- 
land.

An internal reorganization of the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company which 
will bring that company out of a re- 
ceivership, supply additional capital and 
probably retire some of its securities 
will follow the internal reorganization of 
the Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
pany, announced on Sunday by the 


; Transit Commission. 


That an attempt to effect the financial 
rehabilitation of the Brooklyn Rapia 
Transit Company would follow the suc- 
cessful effort in the case of the Intet 
borough was learned yeserday from in- 
disputable authority. Groups of B. R. T. 
security holders already have been en- 
gaged in considering the basis of a plan 
without reaching any definite decision. 
One point of difficulty was said to be 
over new capital, which must be sup- 
plied, it was said, in any effective ree 
organization plan. In the case of the 
Interborough this new capital. $10,500,000 
under the accepted plan; will be supplied 
by an issue of 6 per cent. notes, which, 
it is said, undoubtedly will be approved 
by the Transit Commission. 

The B. R. T. situation, involving a re- 
ceivership, was said to be extremely 
complex, as compared with the Inter- 
borough situation, and to present 
greater legal and financial difficulties. 


It was said, however, that there was 
every reasqn to believe that the pro- 
posed reorganization would be effected 

githough there was Httle likelthood of 
ny development within a month. 

The Interborough reorganization in- 
volved the subway and elevated lines, 
while a B. R. T. reorganization would 
involve surface lines as well. It was 
said that no decision had been reached 
as to whether the Brooklyn City Rail- 
road Company, now being operated in- 
dependently, would come into the reor- 
ganized B. R. T. system. 

At the offices of the Transit Commis- 
sion it was said yesterday that the 
Interborough reorganzation had _ re- 
moved one big obstacle from the way of 
the commission’s plan to reorganize the 
transit lines of the city into a unified 
system. The expected reorganization of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company 
will remove another obstacle. 

Although the commission has not. yet 
offered its plan to any of the companies 
in definite form, and can not do so until 
it determines finally the valuation for 
each of the lines, it was said that thé 
Interborough, by its reorganization, had 
indicated a willingness: to accept the 
general reorganization plan. Details cf 
the plan must, of course, be subj b> | 
future negotiations, but the internal ¢¢- 
organization of the Interborough, With 
the decrease of its lease of the elevated 
lines from the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany -was characterized as the mest 
encouraging development yet in the pro- 
gress of putting through the unified 
system plan. 

The fact that the B. R. T. security 
holders were considering an interttat 
reorganization plan, similar to that 
the Interborough, so far as the circuth- 
stances are parallel, was said to indicaté 
a disposition on the part of the owners 
of the B. R. T. properties to look with 
favor on the commission’s general re- 
organization plan.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Violent Movement of Stocks. 


Two factors were responsible for the 
upturn in the stock market yesterday, 
which carried’a good part of the list 
to new high levels for the year. One 
of them was the assured success of the 
Government’s new issue of long term 
bonds; the other a Wall Street report 
that certain leaders in Washington are 
engaged in framing a bill providing for 
a tax of 12% per cent. on-corporate 
surpluses.

In 
other words, when the previous point 
of resistance is definitely broken, the 
stock is likely to travel a considerable 
distance before encountering another re- 
sistance point. Up to this time this 
year, the resistance point of United 
States Steel common has been between 
106 and 106%. Thousands of shares of 
the stock have been turned over each 
time it has struck that level.

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OVER MEXICAN OIL 


Says Company’s Production Is 
About 130,000 Barrels Daily, 
With 18 Rigs Drilling. 


BACK FROM .A LONG TRIP 


Head of ‘‘ Mex. Pete” Tells of: Ac- 
tivities of Concern and of New 
Well Recently Opened. 


Edward L. Doheny, President of the 
Mexican Petroleum Company, who re- 
turned several days ago from a long 


vacation trip, yesterday denied that he | 


had mixed business with pleasure ané& 
that he had looked for oil’ properties in 
any of the sections he visited. So far 
as the Mexican oil situation is con- 


cerned, he continues to be highly opti- 1 


mistic and told of increasing activities 
of his company not only as to the out- 
put of oil, which is averaging around 
130,000 barrels daily, but also in new 
production, the company, he said, hav- 
ing eighteen rigs drilling. The output 
of oil represents practically the capacity 
of the pipe lines, which is placed at 
135,000 barrels a day. 

Mr. Doheny asserted that the position 
of his company with relation to the oil 
resources of Mexico had not changed in 
the least. Years ago, he said, it was 
the contention of his company that Mex- 


ican Petroleum held about 80 per cent. 
of the oil values in Mexico. He admit- 
ted that these oil values had expanded 
in certain directions to the point of 


re eso pools, the possibilities of which | established. 
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had not been counted upon, but he held 
that Mexican Petroleum still stood in 
the relation to potential oil reserves in 
Mexico just as it did -in the earlier 
years. 

Inquiry as to the life of Mexican 
wells brought the statement that the 
Mexican Petroleum Company is still get- 
ting ofl from wells which were brought 
in eighteen years ago, and that the av- 
erage rate of production now is about 
he same as when the drilling was first 
completed. Some estimates of recent 
date as regards production in certain 
areas, he continued, failed to show the 
actual quantity of oil that had been 
withdrawn. 
pool, he said, the quantity of oil actu- 
ally sold had thus far been 25,482,000 
barrels, and the first well of this field 
was brought in on April 6, 1904 

Mr. Doheny said there were no further 
developments regarding the plan for the 
exchange of Mexican Petroleum stock 
Into Pan-American Petroleum. This dis- 
cussion, he said, had been going on for 
a long time, but no.official action ever 
had been taken. 

September earnings of the company 
amounted to about $6,250,000, and it was 
said that October earnings were running 
at about the same rate. The company, 
Mr. Doheny explained, was following a 
decidedly conservative course in the mat- 
ter of drawing oil from the company’s 
wells. In the case of the large well 
recently brought in, which is said to 
compare favorably with the famous 
Cerro Azul. he said the production was 
about 30,000 barrels dailv, but that the 
valve gate was open only slightly, and 
that it was the belief of the companv 
that this well ranked as one of the 
argest the company had discovered. 


Plan More Ingersoll-Rand Stock.

Standard Oil stocks held the place ot 
prominence in over-the-counter and 
Stock Exchange transactions yesterday. 
substantial gains being recorded in all 
of the active issues, the advances in 
some cases being in excess of any that 
have been recorded since heavy buying 
first developed in the Standard Oil 
group as a result of the belief upon the 
part of many traders that all of the 
Standards, or nearly all of them, will 
take action on stock 
dividends or a division of the shares.

Beebe of New York, President of 
the Investment Bankers’ Association of 
America, told the association at the 
@pening here today of its eleventh an- 
nual convention. 

Mr. Beebe charged that union labor 
hed “ refused to accept its share of the 
readjustment burden,” that the Federal 
end State Legislatures ‘‘ rushed forward 
with measures designed to control busi- 
ness *’ and that the efforts of Congress 
on the tariff ‘‘ have apparently met with 
little approval from men of sound busi- 
ness judgment and unprejudiced view.”’ 

Frederick R. Fenton of Chicago, Sec- 
retary of the association, thanked the 
dow of the country ‘‘ for bringing to 
dight those people who are operating 
under the guise of investment bankers 
and who are annually swindling the 
People of the country out of hundreds of 
millions of dollars.’’ 

The annual report of the Marine Se- 
curities Committee, presented by E. G. 
Tillotson, Chairman, of Cleveland, said 
there appeared to be a unanimous feel- 
ing in all classes of business that the 
Government should retire at once from 
the shipping business and that the Ship-

| property is as much under the protec- 
tion of the Constitution as the amount 
that it should receive if it were re- 
quired to dispose of its property to the 
State for public purposes, and such fair 
value is the value that would be deter- 
mined by the ordinary and usual rules. 


Means to Restore Credit. 


“It was apparent long before this 
country became involved in the Euro-

capital obligations. Had there been al- 
' ways a true and uniform method of ac- 
counting, reasonable earnings, a bal- 
anced capitalization, the difficulties of 
| valuation would have been much less. 
It is a difficult matter to distinguish 
between reasonable rates, rates that are 
less than reasonable, and rates that are 
' more than reasonable. All these things 
have had their effect on the credit of 
' the carriers.”’ 
Although not the sole measure of value 
of the property of the carrier, the final 
, value as established by the commission 
will, in the opinion of the Davis Com- 
mittee, be treated as of great authority 
in any proceedings wherein the question 
of the value of the property is raised. 
Under Section 15A of the Interstate 
Commerce act as amended by the Trans- 
portation act of 1920, the commission is 
required to prescribe just and reasonable 
rates under which the carriers may earn 
‘an aggregate net railway operating in- 
come equal, as nearly as possible, to a 
fair return on the aggregate value of the 
railway property used in the service of 
transportation.

Prices in All Positions Gain as 
Trade Buying Increases— 
London Market Strong. 








Expansion in domestic dry goods trade 
caused a further rise in cotton, De- 
cember contracts crossing 22 cents at 
one time yesterday. Trading continued 
to broaden out and now includes all 
those interests normally engaged in 
the transfer of cotton from producer 
to ultimate consumer. It became evi- 
dent soon after the opening that 4@ 
certain amount of cotton, withheld at 
lower levels, -was available and this 
eventually halted the rise. Neither in- 
terior nor port receipts for first two 
days this week are on a scale to sug- 
gest any material additional expansion 
in the movement from that reached.last 
week. A slight reaction in late trading 
left quotations 18 to 27 points higher 
than Saturday. 

Early trading reflected not only an 
advance in Liverpool but textile con- 
ditions, which caused aggressive pur- 
chases of contracts. Demand for De- 
cember, .March and May on the call 
reached a larger aggregate than had 
been witnessed on any opening advance 
for many weeks. Prices started 30 
points or more higher, with January the 
only position that came under selling 


pressure. Here hedge sales ran quota- 
tions from an initial figure of 21.85 to 
21.71. Immediately following the call, 
a large amount of cotton poured into 
the ring, and a feature of tradin 
throughout the session was increase 
selling by certain houses with Southern 
connections. 

One broker had 10,000 bales of March 
for sale at 21.02, and it was midday be- 
fore the block was finally taken, and 
prices ran through that figure. Com- 
mission houses and trade interests took 
so much cotton that December sold over 
22 cents for an instant, but an in- 
eréased supply available halted the 
upward movement around that figure. 
A buoyant stock market and a gain of 
over $3 a bale in Liverpool helped 


strengthen cotton to highest levels 
reached during the present upward 
movement, 


With a cent and a half advance in 
contract prices within a week, operators 

in certain quarters were disposed to 
reduce lines purchased at lower levels 
on the theory that the South might be 
tempted to release a great deal of 
cotton withheld at 20% cents. Not only 
is this the period of free marketing and 
greater supply of new cotton but several 
factors render the present positio# uni- 
que. Following a protracted period of 
and curtailment, dry goods 
business has come back with a rush. 
Just how great a part the new tariff is 
playing in silk, cotton and wool ad- 
vances is an interesting subject of specu- 
lation.- But most operators do not fail 
to regard domestic and foreign condi- 
tions as entirely dissimilar and to feel 
that domestic expansion does not neces- 
sarily imply full consumption for the 
world taken as a whole.

AT SULGRAYE LUNCH 





Sir Arthur Haworth, in Friend- 
ship Address, Points to Need 
of Steadier Market. 





OFFERS WORLD-WIDE PLAN 





Visiting Delegates Guests of Cotton 
Exchange Officials—Manches- 
ter Scroll Presented. 





The need for a greater production of 
@otton was emphasized yesterday in an 
@ddress by Sir Arthur Adlington Ha- 
Worth, President of the Manchester 
Royal Exchange, at a luncheon to tho 
delegates of the Sulgrave Institution of 
Great Britain, by the officers and for- 
mer Presidents of the New York Cotton 
Exchange, at the India House, 1 Han- 
ever Square. 

Besides his commercial talk and his 
reference to British-American friend- 
ship, Sir Arthur read a letter, beauti- 
fully engrossed on a parchment scroll, 
from the Anglo-American Society of 
Manchester to the citizens of the United 
States, expressing Lancashire's admira- 


manufacturing centre to the great cot- 
ton grewing nation. 

“A certain amount of steadiness in 
the market for cotton goods and cotton 
. said Sir Arthur, “is a great 

If you can do something to elimi-

$$ $$ 
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bring about @ certain amount of steadi- 
ness in price, you will he doing a great 
good not only for the individual traders 
but for all the allied traders.’’ 

The speaker then took up the cotton 
situation in America. ‘‘I wonder if-it 
would be possible,’’ he said, ‘‘ for your 
association in this country, where there 
is a huge crop of 26,000,000 bales, al- 
theugh now it doesn't seem to be much 
larger than one-half that amount, to 
prevent a drop, when there is a big 
surplus, by buying up the surplus bales 
of eotton. Then, after you ve pre- 
vented the big .slump which accom- 
panies big crops, you could do something 
by te. be the cotton in a short year, 
thereby preventing an unhealthy rise. 
Of course this should be done interna- 
tionally, net by private speculators. Fhis 
would give a great deal of confidence to 
every one throughout the world. I hope 
that will be considered seriously on both 
sides of the water.’ 

The speaker asserted that if we can, 
under present conditions, grow no more 
than 16,000,000 bales, more ¢otton has 
got to be planted. In Egypt, he said, 
an attempt has been made to grow more, 
and in parts of Africa the British Cat- 
ton Growers’ Associatfon, he asserted, 
is conducting experiments to increase 


the production. E 
“* Under ing all these schemes.” Sir 
Arthur said, “ must be good-will in the 
sense of solidarity of Great Britain 
am America. I am sure it does exist, 
and we are here today to say that it 
does exist. Not only should there be 
agreement between both English-speak- 
ing countries in agriculture and cottan, 
but I trust there may be a great inter- 
national political signal hung out to the 
world that all would-be disturbers of 
the peace would know beforehand, and 
not afterward, that they are going ta 
meet a united world to put them in 
their place.’’ ’ ’
